In a recent re- 
view published in this able periodical 
ofa book on the late convulsion in 
China, we find the following para- 
graph. “It seems quite clear now 
that, whether on account of the 
unintentional precipitation of the 
Boxer movement or otherwise, 
the whole series of events of 
the summer of 1900 is rather a mat- 
ter belonging to northern China—an 
affair of Boxers and Mantchus, (si 
than a movement of ‘all the China’: 
Certainly, in the middle and southern 
parts of the Empire, where reform, 
at least in intellectual conviction, has 
made more solid progress, where the 
Mantchu rule is less accepted, and 
the Mantchu dynasty most bitterly 
hated, there have been few signs of 
commotion or sympathy with either 
the Peking mandarins’ or the red- 
sashed Boxers.” If the writer had 
merely intended to call attention to 
the manifest differenze between the 
phenomena in the northern tier of 
rovinees, and those in the centre 
and the south of China, there would 
be no oceasion to comment on his re- 
marks. But what he says is quite 
different from this, to that the 
people of the centre and the south 
hate the Manchus, and were not in- 
finenced either to co-operation with 
or sympathy for the outbreak of two 
years ago. It is in the first place to

TERRIBLE DESTRUOTION IN

London via Bombay, 10th May 

The eruption of a volcano in the 
Island of Martinique has destroyed 
the town of St. Pierre. The com 
mander of the French cruiser Suchet 
reports that immense masses of fire 
fell in the town and harbour on the 
morning of the 8th May, burning 
everything. The entire population 
of 20,000 people, have been destroyed 
excepting thirty who were saved. 
‘Lhe shipping in port has also been 
destroyed —Reuter.

The Governor of Barbados 
cables the Colonial Office that 
reports resembling artillery were 
audible in Barbados proceeding from 
St. Vincent, then darkness, thunder, 
and showers of dust followed that 
covered Barbados inches deep.—

The whole face of Martinique is 
constantly changing, as some rivers 
are drying up while others are over- 
flowing.—Reuter. 

A visit made on Sunday to the 
ruins of St, Pierre showed that the 
Island of Martinique was hidden 
behind a dense haze. Large quanti- 
ties of wreckage were floating about, 
and numerous corpses with gulls and 
sharks devouring them. Alternate 
blasts of hot and icy-cold winds 
and rain were felt. The city 
of St. Pierre was still burning, 
and landing was very difficult. The 
streets of the town were hardly 
traceable, and there were heaps of 
corpses everywhere, mostly lying 
face downwards.—Reuter. 

PORTUGAL IN A FERMENT.

At eight o'clock on the morn- 
ing of the 8th May, the volcano pro- 
jected a mass of smoke, earth, and fire, 
and the town was all alight instantly. 
The storm of rocks continued for fifteen 
minutes. The Suchet, on approaching, 
found the ships burning, the town con- 
verted to cinders, and a heap of corpses on 
the quay. No living person was seen in 
the town, where it was impossible to 
penetrate. Thirty thousand persons are 
estimated to have perished. Governor 
Mouttet, Colonel Gerbaut, and their wives 
were found among the dead. Several 
persons have fled for refuge to Red 
Mountain, which is preserved. Tnnu- 
merable relief funds have been voted for 
Martinique. A. telegram has been dis- 
patched to Martinique expressing the sor- 
row of the entire French nation.

OF REFORM.

‘Tue whole Empire has becn deep- 
ly stirred within the past six months 
by the definite announcement that 
the Government, meaning the Em- 
press Dowager, has decided upon a 
radical amendment of the edu- 
cational processes of China, i 
line of the reforms prop 
and commanded by the Emperor 
himself four years ago, as x direct 
result of which he was deposed and 
has remained so ever since. It was 
his complaint at that time that the 
Governors-General, the Governors, 
and other high officials did not at 
once fall in with the Imperial plans, 
and when asked their opinion on the 
suggested changes firmly hold their 
peace, until the Emperor threatened 
to cashier them unless they roused 
themselves and made some positive 
and adequate response. 

Iv is interesting to see how exact- 
ly history has repeated itself ‘The 
Empress Dowager in her turn finds 
it convenient to advocate reforms 
of a startling and sweeping 
chiracter, which she knows will be 
opposed by many. It was a great 
streak of good fortune all around that 
Yuan Shih-k‘ai was already prepared 
with a well digested scheme of 
education which Her Majesty liked 
so well that she soon after ordered 
all the rest of the Empire to go and 
do likewise. ‘To our friends who 
edit the principal journals of that 
part of this Terrestiial Spbure lying 
outside of China, it seemed that now 
at last China has positively begun a 
career of amendment and advance, 
and the same was heralded to all 
the earth in telegrams and editorials 
past count. But no long time 
elapsed before it began to appear 
very questionable what was really 
meant. by this reform business (just 
as some of those tiresome persons 
whom George Wingrove Cuoke used 
to stigmatize as * twenty-years-in- 
the-country-and-speak-the language 
people’ predicted would turn out to 











be the case). All the talk has 
been of “ Universities,” when 
there are no materials out of 


which they can be formed. In- 
stitutions of this type we have little 
occasion to remind ourselves, but 
great need to remind the Chinese, 
are not a completed product put forth 
at one point of time, but a developed 
growth resulting from long periods 
of preparation. 

What the Chinese really require 
at the present stage of their new pro- 
cesses of advance are good primary 
schools in which shall be trained the 
material out of which may be de- 
veloped the meu upon whom China 
may hope to be able to lean. 


From the present race of Con- 
facian scholars, whose only ambition 
is to cover their classical studies and 
attainments with a thin lacker of 
“Western Learning,” nothing valu- 
able, we are persuaded, is to be ex- 
pected. It isa law of mechanics that 
a body cannot arrive at a fixed posi- 
tion without passing through all the 
points intermediate between that of 
starting and the objective. Of this 
unalterable truth the Chinese, as a 
rule, have no more perception than 
of the laws of motion enounced 
by Kepler. Until they begin to 
apprehend it they will be floun- 
dering in educational mire under 
the impression that they are clothing 
themselves with the garb of Modern 
Learning. 

In the practical as distinguished 
from the theoretical lines of Reform 
there is one step which we should 
greatly rejoice to have taken, or if it 
cannot be taken, at least contem- 
plated as a desirable object to be 
aimed at. There is no collection of 
persons in all the broad domains of 
the Celestial Empire whose conduct, 
and whose equipment, makes so much 
difference to the population of China 
as the men who serve as the magis- 
trates of the thirteen hundred coun- 
ties which are the unit of civil 
administration. Not one of these 
men is certain to have any antecedent 
preparation for his duties, and the 
greater part of them are most con- 
spicuously unfit for their posts. Their 
superiors pay no attention to what 
they are doing unless there is some 
trouble, and then the longest purse 
is sure to win. What is needed 
is in the first place a recognition 
of the fatal defects of the present 
system; a requirement that no can- 
didate who cannot pass a full 
examination on certain specified 
topics of theoretical administration, 
will be considered as eligible to ap- 
pointment, a previous meritorious 
record entitling one to precedence 
over those without experience. The 
inherent vice of a plan of em- 
ployment of officers with practically 
no salaries is not to be amended in a 
day nor in a decade, but much might 
be accomplished as a preliminary if a 
stimulus were given to the better 
class of men who now find no en- 
couragement to do well, except that 
peculiar and often unsatisfying re- 
compense said to belong to ‘virtue.’ 
If China is to wait until grand

THE CONSULAR BODY. 
12th May. 


Tue official correspondence for- 
warded by the Council which we 
publish in another column deserves 
the attention of every Ratepayer 
interested in the question which is 
to form the subject of discussion at 
the impending Ratepayers’ meeting. 
The enclosures in the Council's 
letter of the 8th inst. to the Senior 
Consul contain in themselves proof 
on three points which up to. the 
present had not been made sufii- 
ciently clear, viz, (1) that good 
precedent and justification exist for 
the Council’s action in “ discussing 
or disputing” - the expediency of 
executing warrants for the arrest of 
Chinese residents, (2) that the Con- 
sular Body is definitely committed to 
the principle (one of self-evident 
necessity) that no Chinese may be 
taken ‘beyond Settlement limits, 
under warrant or summons, without 
their case being heard at the Mixed 
Court of this Settlement, and (3) 
that the Senior Consul’s counter- 
signature of a warrant for the 
arrest of Chinese has not in the past 
been regarded by the Consular Body 
as the sign-manual of an indisput- 
a’ole aud legally-constituted authority. 
With this evidence before them the 
Ratepayers are in a position to decide 
intelligently upon the issues, nor can 
we doubt the result upon the judg- 
ment of fair-minded men, Whatever 
precedents the Senior Consul .may 
cite to show that native defendants 
in other cass have been handed over 
to the French Authorities by the 
Municipal Po.ice—precedents where- 
of the Council has denied all -official 
cognisance—thie fact remains that 
such action is i n direct contravention 
of the Consula r Body’s decision’ and 
its agreement w tith the Municipality ; 
furthermore, it is admittedly arbi- 
trary, unnecessa ry and unjustifiable. 
Remembering t hat. many members 
of the Consular . Body are new-comers 
to Shanghai; th at few, if any, have 
leisure or opport unity to study these 
questions in the: Senior Consulate 
archives, we me\y be justified .in | 


assuming that the opinions ex- 
pressed in Mr,  Goodnow's letter 
of the Qnd ins t (which is: the 


direct cause and {she subject of the 
Ratepayers’ meeti) 1g) would not have 
received unanimot ts endorsement had 
the Consuls been . fully acquainted 
with the facts. . Looked at. in’ the 
light of the docum: ents now published, 
that letter is, to sa, y the least of it, a 
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mistake which, in our opinion, the 
Consular Body would do well to 
rectify. It violates all existing tradi- 
tions’ and principles of our local 
Government, arrogating to the 
Senior Consul powers equivalent to 
autocracy. 

Tt will be well for the Ratepayers 
to consider carefully the foundations 
upon which our existence as a body 
politic rest, and to form a just esti- 
mate of the mutual relations therein 
of the Foreign Consuls, the Munici- 
pality and the Chinese Authorities. 
It is the more necessary since,—we 
note the fact with regret—a section 
of the local Press, foreign antl native, 
appears to be engaged in an attempt 
to confuse the issues and miscon- 
strue the facts, Their action, ob 
ously intended to undermine Muni- 
cipal anthority in the Settlement, 
would, if successful, lead to resu’ts 
which probably neither they nor the 
Consular Body have sufficiently con- 
sidered. We are a few thousind 
foreigners living in the midst of half’ 
a million Chinese ; we depend, under 
these conditions, for the maintenance 
of law, order and security, upon the 
recognition by the Chinese of some 
central authority. To quote from 
Sir, RB. Alcock’s address to the 
Landrenters of 1854, published in 
these columns a wek ago, he and 














the then represestatives of the 
Treaty Powers recognised“ the 
impossibility by any ‘exercise of 
Consular “Authority, of making 


‘permanent provision for the security 
of the Settlement without a Mu 
cipal Consitution.” Tnat impossi- 
bility exists, with greater force, to- 
day; the attempt, therefore, of the 
present Senior Consul to minimise 
the authority, vis-A-vis the Chinese, 
of that Municipal contro! on which 
our general security and prosperity 
depend, can only advance the in- 
terests of native officialdom at tl 
expense of the Community. How 
many of the Powersinterested in m: 
taining the hitherto successful civic 
Government of the Foreign Settle- 
ment would welcome the substitution 
of any other form of control? 
Would the result be conducive to 
harmony and good order under the 
existing conditions of international 
relations ? 

The charter of our local Govern- 
ment is contained in the Land 
Regulations, a code of laws formally 
approved by the Governments of the 
Powers, and accepted by the Chinese 
for general observance. Therein 
the respective duties, powers and 
relations of the Foreign Consuls and 
of the Municipality are clearly laid 
down. Prior to 1854—that is, in the 
first code of 1845—the position of| 
the Council was practically that of a 

















Commitee of Roals and Jetties,) 


entrusted under British Consular 
Authority with matters affecting the 
interests of those foreign merchants 
for whom, at the outset, the Settle- 





ment was exclusively intended. 
Thereafter, with the influx of natives 
who came into the Settlement for 
protection in thos2 troublous times, 
arose the need for a more com- 
prehensive and effective authority, 
and the code of 1854, given to 
the Landrenters under conditions 
which left no doubt as to the inten- 
tions of the Treaty Powers, was the 
immediate result. Under the exist- 
ing Land Regulations, the position of 
Chinese residents is carefully and 
purposely lefts undefined, for the 
simple reason that no such local code 
could, in itself, deprive China of her 
Sovereiga rights over her own sub- 
jects; it is therefore just as absurd 
to discuss the position of these 
Chinese residents from any known 
standpoint of international! law as it 
is to sry that the Council assumes 
“judicial functions” in refusing 
execution of warrants, pending fur- 
ther consideration, where irregnlari- 
ties or mul-practices are known to 
“xist. 

Under the Land Regulations the 
respective positions of the Consular 
Body and the Counsil are, as Mr. 
Hogg pointed out in his. resent 
letter on this subject, fairly com- 
parable with those of the House of 
Lords and the Commons respec- 
tively under the British Constitu- 
tion. Rightly regarded, they 
are complementary and mutually 
supporting. The Ratepayers’ repre- 
sentatives have no authority, for 
instance, to, instruct the Municipal 
Police to arrest any resident, foreign 
or native, without Consular sanction; 
on the other hand it is an established 
principle that only the Municipal 
Police can execute warrants, foreign 
or native, bearing the necessary Con- 
sular endorsement. Again, the Rate- 
payers have the rigit under the 
Land Regulations, without reference 
to Consular or other authority, to 
levy rates and issue licenses, at such 
oule and under such conditions as 
they may think fit, upon all residents, 
foreign or native, in the Settlement, 
the members of the Consular Body 
included. 

In the Council, acting for the Rate- 
payers, is vested full authority to 
collect these taxes, ete. and to adopt 
forms of procedure to enforce pay- 
ment of the same similar to those of 
a constituted Government. We shall 
search the codes of international law 
in vain for such a position of affairs 
or for justification thereof by pre- 
cedents. Ou the other hand, the Rate- 

ayers’ anthority to introduce new 
legislation or to take action in 
matters “ not previously enumerated 
and affecting the general interests ” 
is limited, inasmuch as their decisions 
onsuch matters are liable to veto by 
a majority of the Consular Body. 

_ Neither in the Land Regulations, 
in the Treaties, nor in international 
law does any provision exist for 














supervision or control by the Foreiga 


Consuls, or by the Council, of the 
vast Chinese population resident in 
the Settlement. Such arrangements 
as are involved in the taxation of 
natives by the Municipality, in the 
presence of Consulur Assessors at the 
Mixed Conrt, and in the established 
procedure for the execution of its 
warrants, etc., are the natural result 
of local conditions, a necessary 
recognition of the essential fact 
that the Chinese, so long’ as they 
elect to live in this our Settlement, 
are not the rulers, but the ruled. 
The claims advanced by Mr. Good- 
now on behalf on the Consular Body 
would, if admitted, speedily produce a 
very different state of atfurs; wa con-. 
template with undisguised alarm the 
possibility of narive “justice ” ramp- 
ant in our midst, cheeled only by the 
visé of an official who—whatever his 
intentions—has neither the power 
nor the means to prevent abuses, A 
vital consideration appears, moreover, 
to have been overlooked by the Sonior 
Consul, viz, that » local goverament 
entrusted by the Powers with au- 
thority and right to levy tax on 
Chinese res'dents, is ipso fucto en- 
titlel, nay bound, to protect the 
in'erests and .o promote the security 
of the taxpayers. As fur as foreign 
membors of the community are con- 
cerned, the Consuls are here to pro- 
tect their interests, but the Chinese 
are in a different position. The his- 
tory of the Municipality from its 
earliest days to the present is a 
continuous record of attempts by 
Chinese officials to intro Ince side 
side with Municipal control, if 
not in supercession thereof, their 
own authority anl to subject 
native residents to the abuses 
and exactions inseparable from their 
systeinof government, Such eneroach- 
ments on the just rights of this 
Community have always been resisted 
by the Municipality, and generally 
speaking, with success: if the com- 
munity’s representatives are not 
within their rights in exercising 
supervision over warrants issued by 
the native Courts, the entire fabriz 
on which our prosperity and security 
have been built up falls to pieces. 
We sincerely trust that upon further 
consideration the Consular Body will 
en lorse this view and that the Settle- 
ment may be spared further friction 
in this matter, since such friction 
can tend only to prejudice the 
interests of the Community for the 
benefit of the Chines: mandarinate.

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LORD SALISBURY AND 
THE TERMINATION 


OF THE WAR. 

‘ 18th May. 

‘A SOMEWHAT doubtful telegram 
received here on the 3rd instant, 
spoke of the getting ready of a num- 
ber of transports ready for the em- 
barkation of a large body of troops, 
but whether to or from South Africa 
did not plainly enough appear. There 
is now no doubs from Lord Salisbury’s 
recent speech at the great meeting 
of the Primrose League, for which 
the Albert Hail was engaged, that 
the previous intention of the Govern- 
ment, not to permit the conduct of 
the unfinished peace negotiations to 
interfere with the conduct of the war 
has been carried out, and that what 
every Britisher hopes will be the last 
instalment of troops sent with a 
hostile purpose is now on its way to 
the Cape. Notwithstanding that the 
war is costing something like a 
million sterling a week, and that new 
taxes have had to be put on to pre- 
vent this expenditure becoming a 
permanent charge on the revenue, 
this even from a mere financial 
point of view will recommend ivse!f 
ng a sound measure of policy, and will 
in the end tend to economy. It is 
therefore with unusual satisfiction 
that we hail the decisive statement of 
Lord Salisbury that he is not pre- 
pared to abate one inch the condi- 
tions of surrender; and this the more 
so that the irreconcilable element 
which has up to this kept in the 
field, frequently against their own 
wiser councils, a number of com- 
mandoes shows plain signs of weaken- 
ing. With regard to the war itself 
it, of course, goes without saying thar 
mistakes, often serious, have been 
mad» in its conduct; no human 
enterprive ever carried to an issue 
was without errors of judgment, and 
it would be folly to claim for the 
South African contest that it alone 
of human ventures since the begin- 
ning of the world was free from 
human weaknesses. The Govern- 
ment can, however, claim with justice, 
that the record of failures has been 
reduced to a minimum, and thas 
most of them have been the outcome 
of conditions that could not have 
been fureseen at the commencement 
of the war. We are therefore the 
more pleased to be able to con- 
gratulate the Government on its pre- 
sent determination, as any attempt. 
to depart from the policy hitherto 
adop'ed of meeting the requirements 
in the field of Lord Kitchener 
would more surely end in prolonging 
the contest than in bringing about 
a speedy adjustment. 

It is not that this time we dis- 
trust our Boer neighbours, or dis- 
believe their declaration that in the 
face of the generous terms offered, 
they as a body are convinced that 
the time has come to unite with, 























rather than submit to their late ad- 
versaries, but in the fear that should 
the Government commit the error 
of leaving a door open, some whose 
only chance in the future lies in 
keeping up a spirit of agitation may 
be led to create a new spirit of pro- 
pagandism. We must, of course, give 
the Government the credit of being 
in possession of means of information 
not accessible to ordinary morials; 
find that the Government have 
tions and are continuing the dispatch 
of troops and material. Recently, 
although the atmosphere has become 
brighter and a settlement is evident- 
ly on foot, nothing has actually come 
to light of any actual adjustment. 
Of course in any case a consider- 
able portion of the army at 
present on the spot must remain 
till affairs are finally settled, and 
the new government put into 
working order. ‘The _ prisoners 
of war at present in such distant 
localities as Ceylon, St. Helena and 
Bermuda, have to be returned to 
their homes, and provision made to 
keep them till they will be in a condi- 
tion to start at work again; families 
have to be brought together andallow- 
ed time to settle into their new con 

tions: and during all this time dis- 
order or any attempt at brigandage 
has to be promptly and effectively 
repressed. Of course in this work 
we shall look to be largely assisted 
by the Boers, but government has 
been so utterly disorganised that 
extraneous assis‘ance will possibly for 
some years be needed. In one respect 
the homegoing of the British force 
when it cansafely be taken in hand wilt 
be markedly different from that of 
most continental armies. The enor- 
mous force of a quarter of a million 
men which we have maintained in 
South Africa may be looked upo» 
as the largest army ever maintained 
in adistant country, entirely onghome 
resources without being a burden 
tothe land where they were quartered. 
In a comparatively short time the 
whole of these troops will have re- 
turned to their homes and have 
become 0 the general 
population, without any of thos= 
temptations to assume an aggressive 
attitade which have elsewhere been 
a standing menace to the peace of 
the world. Elsewhere, and at other 
times the burden of a disbanded 
army has been a prolific cause of new 
complications ; and too often has led 
to aggressions on other nations, as 
the charge of disbanded men has 
been fwund equally oppressive with 
their maintainance as a fighting 
foree. From thi 
British Empire is for'unately free, 
and can afford to remain at peace 
with its neighbours, shonld they de- 
sire to live in comity. At the sxme 
time it may be a useful lesson to our

THE RIGHTS OF THE 


MUNICIPALITY. . 

jth May. 
Iv the correspondence between 
the American Government and its 
Ministers abroad we find the follow- 
ing with reference to the Municipal 
government of Shanghai :—" In coun- 
tries where government is reduced to 
a legal system the powers of local 
police rest on charters granted by 
the supreme legislative authorities, 
but a community outside of any 
general system of law may organise 
a government and adopt rules and 
regulations which would be valid on 
the ground of self-preservation, and 
in this light the Municipal ordinances 
of Shanghai may be regarded. ‘The 
Foreign Settlement of Shanghai not 
being subject to the laws of China, 
and the legal systems of the respec- 

tive foreign powers at Shangha 
being not only dissimilar inter se, 
but often insufficient to meet local 
needs, it is necessary for the local 
foreign residents interested in the 
preservation of peace and order 








and good = morals to supply 
the deficiency. American citizens 
residing at Shanghai enjoy, in 


common with other persons com- 
posing the foreign Settlement, all 
the rights, privileges and protection 
which the Municipal government 
affords, and as they go there volun- 
tarily, and, presimptively, for the 
advancement of their personal in- 
terest, they may reasonably be held 
to observe such police regulations as 
are not inconsistent with their rights 
under the laws of the United States. 
And the enforcement of the Municipal 
Regula ions by the Consul-General of 
the United States may be justified.” 

It thus appears that the view 
taken by the American Government 
of the Foreign Setulement of Shang- 
broad and liberal, and that it” 
specially enjoins upon its Consular 
representative at Shanghai the duty 
of supporting the Regulations for the 
goverament of the Settlement when 
not in contlict with United States law, 
The American Government goes far- 
ther, and maintains that the foreign 
residents of Shanghai could organise 
a Manicipal government for their 
self preservation, and that American 
citizens would be required to respect 
the regulations of a government so 
organised when such regulations did 

impair the rights of their 
ship. 

But it has not been necessary for 
the foreign residents at Shanghai to 
act on the broad principle announced 
by the American Government, for 
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the Municipal government under 
which they live did not come into 
existence by any self-assertive au- 
thority, and its origin ant purposes 
ought to be well known. The 
peculiar condition of the Settlement 
early impressed the necessity for 
some form of Municipal government. 
It was clear that the dissimilarity in 
the legal systems of the'Treaty Powers 
were insufficient to meet local needs, 
and in the desire to preserve peace 
and order local government at 
Shanghai was born. Subordinating 
national feelings to the general good, 
the Treaty Powers approved the 
necessity for Municipal government, 
and the code of regulations to which 
it owes ils origin and by which it is 
governed is the consequence. All is 
the act of the Treaty Powers, and 
there is a reciprocal ob'igation on 
the Consular Body and the Council 
to respect the Regulations of the 
Settlement. The Consuls are not 
asked to waive any right to the sole 
jurisdiction over their nationals, but 
there are foreign residents in the 
Settlement who have no Consular 
representative here, and there are 
thousands of Chinese over whom the 
Consuls have no judicial power what- 
ever. What then was to be done in 
such a condition, except what has 
been done under the wise foresight 
of the Treaty Powers? ‘lhe situation 
was nnique, but it was successfully 
met, and for years Shanghai has pros- 
pered and life and property have been 
scoure. Whatever, therefore, tends 
to disturb the cordial co-operation 
between the Consular Body and the 
Municipal Council is a canse for 
sincere regret on the part of all 
law-abiding residents, and should be 
temperately considered but firmly 
removed. ‘he present issue beuween 
our Consular and local authorities 
must not be hidden by the glare of a 
claim to any special function by 
either, and happily the treaties are 
not obscure in their bearing upon 
that issue. The subject which has 
introduced the issue happens to be 
a native of China, and residing in 
this Settlement, as do many other 
Chinese subjects, and the treaties 
expressly provide that a Chinese 
subject, residing in China, shall not 
be amenable to foreign law nor to 
the jurisdiction of a Consular Court. 
Such a subject, whether residing 
in or off the Settlement, and whether 
complained against by a foreigner or 
another Chinese subject shall be tried 
by ® Chinese officer and Chinese 
law. That principle is too clearly 
recognised in the treaties to admit 
of argument. And why then have 
any issue in connection with it? 
Neither the Consular Body nor the 
Municipal Council can exercise judic- 
inl functions in a case where the 
defendant is a Chinese subject, and 
certainly not, as in the present ins- 
tance, where the plaintiff and defend- 
‘tit are both Chinese subjects ; to do 











so would deny to Chinese officials 
the exercise ofa function granted by 
the treaties, But we do not under- 
stand that the Council would exercise 
a judicial function. The contention of 
the Council is that a Chinese subject 
residing in one settlement should 
not be arrested and sent to another 
settlement without a preliminary 
hearing at least in the Mixed Court 
of the settlement on which he re- 
sided, and the contention is founded 
in the highest justice and fairness, 
Among the Chinese who live in this 
Seitlement there are many who are 
industrious and honest and whose 
energy in business and other ways has 
greatly added to the prosperity of 
the Settlement. Many of them come 
to this Settlement with their property 
and families, under the belief that 
whatever complaint may be alleged 
against them will be first investigated 
in the presence of their neighbours 
and those who know of their daily 
lives. They have the right to come 
under such a belief, because the 
principle has been recognised and 
generally acted upon since the Settle- 
ment has been under Municipal 
Regulations; and it is a principle 
which addresses itself with earnest- 
ness and force to the British, Amer- 
can, and French Consul-Generals, as 
well as in a spirit of fairness to their 
colleagues who may represent gov- 
erments less liberal in organic 
structure, 

We commend the zeal of the French 
Consul-General in the protection of 
his nationals and the natives who 
may be in their employment, 

rovided always that in so doing M. 
Reatard courteously observes the tradi- 
tions'and Regulations of the Inter- 
national Set! lement, but, as indicated, 
in a case where a citizen of France 
is not a party and where no one in 
the employment of such citizen is a 
party, where moreover, the defen- 
dant is a native residing in the 
International Settlement, we do not 
see any reason why the French 
Consu!-General should wish to inter- 
vene; Wwe are not aware of any treaty 
or regulation to justify, as a matter 
of right, such intervention in the 
affairs of the International Settle- 
ment. That is the light in which 
the issue presents itself to us, and 
we are unwilling to remain silent 
when an invasion of the customs and 
privileges of this Settlement is thus 


proposed.

in a special message sent to Congress at 
tho end of March, recommended immedi, 
ato provision for diplomatic and consular 
representation of the United States in 
Cuba, the government of which, accord- 
ing to instructions recently issued by tho 
War Secretary, is to be handed over to 
the peoplo on 20th May. The President 
has also called attention to “the new re- 
lations which have been created by tho 
achievement of Ciban independence,” 
and states that. these “are to be broad- 
ened by conventional pacts with the Cu- 
bans and by wise and beneficent legisla- 
tion aiming to stimulate the commerce 
between the two countries.”

We regret that the President was not 
more definite in regard to the nature and 
scope of the ‘wise and beneficent legis- 
Iation aiming to stimulate the commerce 
between the two countries,’ though great- 
er definiteness was not, perhaps, essen- 
tial in a message dealing principally with 
other matters about which there is no dit- 
ference of opinion. Carping at this time 
would be somewhat premature.

Questions of evil and good 
apart, the magnitude of Cecil Rhodes’s 
mark upon the history of the age, ard, 
indeed, upon the immeasurable future, is 
beyond dispute. Not for half 4 century 
and more has Great Britain or any, na“ton 
produced a more powerful and suecess- 
ful empire builder, nor has there been 
that time a man. who has done more to- 
ward filling up the blank spaces upoa 
the map of the world afd tewatd giving 
them their distinctive colour. 
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‘The Philadelphia “ Ledger” is quite se- 
vere in its comments on the great South 
African statesman :— 

The apologists for Rhodes de- 
clare that he cared nothing for 
money except for the power which it 
brings, and they seck to condene his 
course because his schemes led to an in- 
crease of British territory. It may be ad- 
wited that he had courage, foresight, 
force, and intellect, but when the history | 
of South Africa shall be written the ver- 
dict upon Cecil Rhodes will be that he 
was one of the boldest and most unscru- 
pulous of all the adventurers who ever 
engaged in the work of empire building 
for Great Britain or any other nation. 

‘The Buffalo “ Commercial ” thinks it is 
too early to balance Rhodes’s account 
with the Empire; too early to say _whe- 










ther his services were detrimental or 
otherwise. 
The whole bill of damages 


due to the terrible mistakes he made has 
not yet. been liquidated by the Empire 
he sought to serve. His services have 
hoon at once splendid and costly. Whe- 
ther the additions he made to the impe- 
rial possessions are worth the apparent] 
{otal alienation of the Dutch clement in 
Africa is a question for future con- 

and decision. Perhaps we 
charge him with too large a share of the 
responsibility for the terrible blood-feud 
that has been established between the 
sh and the Boers by the war that 
still rages in that region. Possibly larger 
forces, beyond all individual control, bur- 
ried the tragic clash of antagonistic civ’ 
isations to a crisis. ‘Tho clash might 
have come eventually had Cecil Rhodes 
died ten years ago. “Who can say? Hap- 
ply it is not for finite human minds to 
unravel the web and to pronounce judg- 
ment. 


The Philadelphia “Record” does not 
doubt the permanency of Rhodes’s work 
and influence. It is beyond controversy 
that he has made a permanent impression 
on South Africa and “the time will come 
when he will have his due place as one of 
the most striking figures of the century 
which gave him birth.” 

We quote the following _ interest- 
ing remarks from Mr. Bryan's “Com- 
moner.” It was called forth by a 
letter recently by Mr. Cleveland in 
which the ex-President. spoke of “ the joy 
of believeing that the time is fast ap- 
proaching when our grand old party will 
shako off the dreadful dreams that have 
afflicted it, and fight again, as of old, the 
glorious battles of pure democracy ”:— 


To understand what he considers “dread- 
ful dreams” and what he regards as “pure 
democracy” we must recall his last ad- 
ministration. For four years he stood _be- 
tween the people and reform; for four 
years he made the White House the ren- 
‘ezvous of cunning and crafty representa- 
tives of predatory wealth; for four years 
the corporations and syndicates controlled 
his administration and forced him to veto 
Democratic measures and sign Republi- 
ean measures. It is to this kind of “ puro 
democracy ” that he invites the party, to 
return, And what were the “dreadful 
dreams,” nightmares, that disturbed his 
sleep? Well, there were not many 
of them; ‘there was just one— 
the repudiation of his adminis- 
tration by an indignant — demo- 
cracy—and this was not a dream, but a 
living reality. He was charged with a be- 
trayal of his trust, with turning the partr 
organisation over to Wall Street, and with 
using the patronage at his zal to 
punish loyal Democrats and to reward 
Fecreant ones. ‘The charge was preferred | 
before the rank and file of the part, and 
he was condemned by the largest jury that 
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priced banquet and boasted of his part in 
the Republican victory. If we could finish 
the betrayal of political confidence as we 
do the embezzlement of public money, he 
vould be receiving the limit of the law. 


The familar cry that this is an age of 
jal and individual degeneracy, that 
hing is dominated by an intense com- 
mercialism which destroys men’s finer in- 
stinets and lowers the general moral tone 
of the community, meets with a sharp re- 
buff administered by Professor J. J. Ste- 
venson, in the April “Popular Science 
Monthly.” He offers the following argu- 
ments to prove that because of commer- 
Gialism this age, on the whole, is vastly 
better than its predecessors: 

‘The exigencies of commerce have ar 
ed a public opinion which curbs rapacit

War between Great 
Britain. and tho Cnited States 
is well-ni impossible—it would 


Jead to financial ruin in both countries, 
‘Tho terrible conilict between Slav and 
Teuton, for which so many wait in dread, 
is likely to remain a nightmare. Great 
Britain needs Russia's grain ;Russia needs 
the manufactures of Britain and Germany. 
Germans control Russia’s trade even 
faroff Siberia, and Germans are teaching 
Russians how to develop their resources. 
‘Tho rabble in cach country may rave 
they pleaso—a power mightier than thy 
makes for peace. Tho same iniluence is 
Uxeited for maintenance of friendly rela- 
tions within the commercial nations them- 
selves, Compulsory arbitration of Jabour 
disputes bas bea 
tions of the British empire and 
our own states have taken the 
by appointing arbitration commissions t 
serve. when called upon. Commercial 
Britain has the hest city governments i:. 
the world ; its civil and diplomatic service 
shows a sense of honour as high as that 
of the American army ; within the United 
States, civil service reform has gone far 
towards removing the evils of patronage 
which degraded our yohvics even less than 
thirty years ago. The American e:aployer 
discovered, long before the missionary, 
that the condition of man’s body had much 
to do with his openness to reason. Men, 
well-fed, wel-clad, and comfortably hous- 
ed, aro more efficient in every respect than 
are men scantily supplied and embittered 
against the dealings of Providence. The 
recognition of this fact of manhood in 
tho employee is the basis of American com- 
mereialism and the true secret of its suc- 
cess. Away from towns, owners of mines 
or great manufacturing establishments, 
knowing that men, to do good work, must 
be well cared for, build comfortable homes 
for their employees and charged low rental. 
Many of them recognise a certain responsi- 
bility ; and they encourage thrift and urge, 
even assist, employees to own their dwell- 
jngs. Sanitary regulations have led to 
sanitary living, so that, in spite of the fact 
that men work more intensely than ever 
defore, they break down less rapidly and 
fourscore is more nearly man’s expecta- 
tion of life now than was  threescore 
and ten fifty years ago. The rights 
of man as man’ before the law are ac- 
knowledged by the two great commercial 
nations as never before, and as by no other 
nations. A defendant no longer rests un- 
der the assumption of guilt; he is inno- 
cent until the charge has been proved ; a 
mnarried woman is no longer merged in her 
husband ; in the eye of the law, she is at 
Jeast her husband's equal. There never 
was a time when business honour was £0 
high as now; the whole commercial fabric 
js based upon it. Whether the moral sense 
has been quickened or experience has 
taught that honesty is the best policy, 
matters not—the fact remains that in

Some of the largo 
states have often chafed in the past 
against what is termed the inequality of 
state representation in the senate, and 
these might easily be induced to join in 
an agitation for representation upon 
population basis. OF course, such a pro-

This i another collection of Louis 
Beck’s fascinating stories, the opening 


one of which is the principal one in the 
volume, the scene being laid in the South 
Seas and touching onthe strange and 
eventful incidents with which the author 
is so familiar, and so dramatically 
describes. “Yorke, the Adventurer” is 
a most romantic little tale and shows the 
author at his best. Of the cleven stories 
contamed in this volume, nine are tales 
of the South Sea Islands, two of them gir- 
ing some wonderful information about the 
fish of those waters, which the author 
seems to have carefully studied, for there 
is no better authority on the description

The last word of this 
pronouncement should have the strongest

The introductory chapter consists of a) 
brief summary of some points essential to’ 
fa right understanding of Buddhism. The 
points brought forward confirm the cor- 
rectness of the estimate of the work ot 
Buddha given by Caroline Rhys Davids in 
her “Manual of Buddhist «sychological 
Ethics.” “Buddha,” she says, “made a stu- 
pendous and astonishing effort to sever 





the growth of philosophic and religious 
thought from ‘Aristotleian substantial- 
ism or animism,” which is another form of| 
the third conclusion or characteristic ar- 
rived at by Gotama, that all the elements 
of being are lacking in an Ego, and this 
applies to animate as well as to inanimate 
nature. The ideal of a perfect life, the 
only one worth striving for is, we are as~ 
Sured, reached by emancipation from de- 
sire, Nirvana, that much misunderstood 
word, implies the “ cing out” in the heart 
Of lust, ill-will, and dulness or stupid 

‘The trend of Buddhist Psychology ma; 
be inferred from the following passage: 
PHAM that we are is the result of what 
wo have thought.” According to our au- 
thor, Buddhism nowhere expressly denies 
an Infnite First Cause, but the 
Dharma, which the Buddhist  mission- 
aries so zealously preach, and which all 
Upasakas so devoutly follow, postulates 
tlat nothing is created by any personal 
God. Speculations as to existence or non- 
existence after death, and all discussion 
fs to ultimate sout problems, starting from 
predicates of material form, were pro- 
hounced vain and unprofitable.

marked change has come over the people, 
‘and now they come to us from every part 
of the city offering to sell very desirable 
properties—at a very high figure of course. 
But it indicates the great change that has 
come over this place for when your corres- 
pondent visited Changsha just one year 
ago this month, it was impossible for any 
foreigner to rent, much less buy property 
in the city. Dr. Dukes had succeeded in 
getting into the city but he had not rented 
jn his own mame nor was it, even known 
that a foreigner was connected with the 
person that rented the property. Now 
Ryersthing is changed. We can move 
about the city unhindered, can rent any 
property that our means can command 
End even Mrs. Dubs, the only lady mis- 
Sionary residing here, can walk about al- 
though the curiosity of the street-arabs and 
beggar class is very annoying at times. 
Mrs. Dubs is in foreign dress, 
so aro the Rev. Mr. Cooper 
and Mr. Dubs and as far as 
the success of mission work is concerned it 
is unnecessary to put on the Chinese cloth- 
ing—Mr. Benj. Alexander of tho C. and 
MOA. has had a very successful season, 
having sold over 4,500 calenders of the C. 
C. RT. S. on the streets of our city. For 
the present he has abandoned the idea of 
locating in the city and has dropped his 
public servico on his boat; acting om his 
Favieo his people have gone to other mis- 
Sions. We regret this for Mr. Alexander 
ig really the pioneer missionary of Chang- 
sha and the only regular representative of 
the C. and M. A. The L. M. S. under 
the leadership of the venerable Dr. Grif 
fith John have the honour of erecting the 
first chapel here. It is a very pretty 
chapel, well built and about complete. Tho 
Gedicatory services will take place this 
month and both Dr. John and the 
Rev. Mr, Sharham are expected to 
bo. bere. ‘This marks an epoch 
in. missions in Changsha, if not in 
Hunan, About two years ago the L 
M.S. succeded in buying property here. 
‘After waiting a year the deed of transfer 
yeas recorded, last Christmas the first con- 
yerts were baptized and now the new and 
Commodious chapel will be opencd. We 
predict that other missions will ‘follow 
Aieir example and that before long other 
chapels will be built. ‘The Roman Catho- 
lies-have bought an extensive picce of 
property outside the North Gate—The 
Fork at the other chapels is very encourag- 
ing, the audiences are large and there is 
no lack of candidates for baptism. Great 
courage and wisdom is necded in dealing 
sith these people. Wo have a Monthly 
Union Prayer meeting, which is held al- 
ternately at the different mission chapels. 
It is always well attended and we bope will 
do much to bring about and sustain a 
harmonious feeling among the members 
Of the different missions. It is intended 
primarily for Christians and enquirers. 
Tn connection with this Chinese prayer 
mecting there is a short service for the 
foreigners only. 


Visitors. 

Tt scems to bo quite the thing for re- 
turning missionaries in this part of China 
to visit Hunan and particularly the capi- 
tal, before leaving for their furlough. Well, 
fo'harm will be done and I've no doubt it 
adds to the interest of a missionary ad- 
Grows to be able to say that one has been 
fn the capital city of Hunan, the once 
‘losed province, formerly called the 
“Devil's citadel.” For such missionaries 
that bave been living for years in adjoin- 
ing, provinces it must be a “stirring” ex- 
perience to visit Hunan. 

The New Mint 

is about completed and as soon as the ne- 
cessary machinery arrives we will have 
our own money. More of this later. 










































‘The river is rising, there is plenty of 
water and the toot of the launch whistle 
is a welcome sound for it reminds us that 
we are again in close touch with the rest 
of the world. There seem to be moro 
Taunches than ever and some run right 
through from Hankow to Siangtan. Wo 
are glad to hear that the Japanese aro 
really inearnest and do intend to run 
a line of Jaunches from Hankow to Chang- 
sha and possibly up as far as Siangtan. 
‘Those connected with the companies run- 
ning the launches are already lamenting 
the fact for they seo that when the 
* Japs” get here there will be a drop in 
their prices and better accommodation. 
At present a so called “ Mandarin Cabin * 
is considered a “cilt edge” passage; it 
is nothing but a small bare room, always 
dirty, with no furnishings except in one 
or two cases a “live” mattress, a rickety 
old table and a few shaky chairs. Tho 
passenger furnishes his own bedding as 
elsewhere in the interior and if he wants 
anything good to eat he must bring that 
along too. For this cabin we must pay 
from $18 to $48 according to the Jaunch ; 
this is a good price for a two-day trip 
down the river or a three-day trip to 
Changsha. ‘The launches are always fil- 
thy, there are no proper lavatories and 
the kitchens are a disgrace, We under- 
stand that Jardines intend to send up 
the Changwo as soon as thero is suffi- 
cient water to warrant her taking the 
trip. Whatever steps are taken in this 
direction we hope it will be in the line of 
advancement. 


The Postal Department 

is always in the line of advancement. Wo 
now have cheaper postage and in _addi- 
tion we in the southern part of Hunan 
are to have the benefit of a prompt and 
quick mail service. Wo understand tho 
Ylankow Office is trying an experiment ; 
they have forwarded the Changsha mail 
in @ separate bag direct to Changsha on 
one of the launches. The first lot of mail 
matter came up the other day. We do 
not seo why this could not be continued 
as long as the launches can come through. 
‘All the mail for Changsha and southern 
part of the Province could be sent direct 
to Changsha and when the new line of 
launches runs through to Siangtan we do 
not see why the Siangtan and Hengchow 
mail could not bo put into a separato bag 
and sent direct. It would be a great ad- 
vantage and do much to open up tho 
Province to trade. It might have a benefi- 
cont influence on the launch service and 
compel them to adopt a regular schedule 
time. ‘The trip up the river from Han- 
kow takes about threo days, 











and down 
the river to Hankow but two days. Any 
one interested in prompt mail service can 
easily see what an advantage this would 
be, not only for the foreigners but for the 
progressive Chinese business man as well. 


Foreigners in Hunan. 

There are now 81 foreign missionaries 
in our province; Changteh leads with 
40, at Siangtan there are 7, at Changsha 
7, at Hengchow 3, Yochow 2, and at Chen- 
chow 2. ‘The work at Siangtan is well in 
hand and Mr, W. H. Lingle intends to 
take a trip to the southern part of the 
province with the idea of locating another 
Fation at an advantageous point. Ho 
succeeded in buying a very desirable piece 
of property in Siangtan and the work on 
the new buildings of the compound will 
begin ere long. _ The L.M.S. have trans- 
ferred Mr. and Mrs. Greig and Dr. Peak 
from Yochow to Hengchow where they 
have a very promising field and as yet 
are the only fore'gn board in the prefec- 
ture. Mr. Hoy of the American Reformed 
‘Mission has taken over the property of 
the LALS. at Yochow. ‘This movo on 
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was wholly unes- 
pected ; but it was exceedingly fortunate 
for Mr. Hoy that ho fell heir to the beau- 
tiful compound, chapel, cte., at Yochow. 
Ho is now in a condition to do good work. 


Wedding Bells 

are heard in the distance and before many 
months have passed we will hear the ery 
“Behold the Bridegroom cometh.” Un- 
less the secret leaks ont there is a sur- 
prise in store for us. Well, it is not good 
for “man to be alone” in the interior of 
China nor, for that matter, for woman 
either. 





CHINANFU.

The Grave of Confucius. 

Your correspondent had the opportunity, 
recently, which he has long wished for, of 
visiting 'the grave of Confucius. Being 
called to Chiningchou, 400 li south-west: of 
Chinan, on buses, the return trip was 
made by way of Chiifu, 90 li east of Chi- 
ning, where both the grave of the Sage and 
his own special temple are located. ‘The 
temple is situated inside the city walls, 
and is, by far, the most. beautifel example 
of temple architect I have seen in China, 
the outside pillars of the main building, in 
which the eftigies +f the Sage and several 
of his noted disciples are pliced, being of 
beautifully erved stone, and the whole 
building being kept in a good state of 
repair, the descendant of Confucius, who 
was in attendance to show us through the 
place, and wh» was very polite in his 
Attentions, assured us that the image of 
Confucius’ was a faithful representation 
of the Sage as he looked when alive. ‘The 
expression vas pleasing “and the face 
benignint, though it struck both my 
travellin companion and me that the eyes 
were too large and to prominent to 
be those of Chinese. ‘The grave is 
situated about a mile from — the 
north gate of the city, in the 
middle of a very large enclosure, the 
burial ground of the whole Confucian clan, 
a shady avenue leading from the city gate 
to its entrance. A smaller plot of grounl, 
of only a few acres enclosed by a red 
wall, contains the graves. of Confucius, his 
son and his grandson, all of them of such 
marked simplicity that we could searce'y 
believe it possible we were standing 
before the tomb of China's greatest. sage, 
when our guide finally told us we had 
arrived at the spot. ‘The mouid is not 
very large, not to be compared with the 
‘Ming tombs near Peking, while the tabl-t 
isa plain slab of stone standing upright, 
inuch like the ordinaty tomb stones one 
sees everywhere, We could not but ad- 
mire the absence of all tawdry display, and 
the chacming simplicity which characterise 
the resting place of the great teacher. 


The New German Consul,

dent. It is pleasant to learn that Mr.

Our 
Intest acquisition is a young lady graduate 
of the Chefoo Girls’ School, who has lately 
arrived in Chinan to teach in the family of 
‘a Chinese official in the city and also act as 
governess to the little girls in the American 
Union.

convenient quarters on one of the best 
streets of the city. The front of the place 
is distinguished by an extensive picket 
fence on either side of the entrance, the 
pickets being painted a bright blue.

The Long Drought 

T reported in my letter a week ag» came 
to a sudden end with a heavy thunder 
storm and three days’ rain, but the river, 
with Chinese contrariness, continues to fall, 
The timely rain has saved the rice now 
about to be planted out, but came too late 
for the poppies with which all our slopes 
are decorated, and the farmers speak of 
a five-tenths crop only. Low as the river 
is, a wood deal of water passes our doors ; 
how much your physiographic readers my 
calculate when I tell them that a stream of 
600 yarls in width, with an average depth 
of seven feet, flows past in a five-knot cu 
rent; it is still transparent green, so ap- 
parently the Szechuan red basin has received 
Tain in no measurable quantity. The 
French gun-vessel Olry goes down river to 
Wanhsien shortly, to bring up a dignitary 
now on his way from Ichang ‘by Kwatse, 
and will, drawing four feet, have none 
too much water to spare; but, piloted by 
Captain Piant, she is sure to find |

Gaining “Concessions.” 

From Chéntu we learn that the French 
Consul, M. Haas, is still in the Vice-regal 
Capital gaining “concessions” and manfully 
struggling to maintain the equilibrium be- 
tween French and British would-bo enter- 
prises in mines and railways in West China, 
and which the local officials continue to 
successfully oppose. “Much cry and little 
wool,” is all we are likely to hear and see 
in this sphere for many a long’ year, until 
a drastic change in the nresent methods of 
petitioning the Chinese for leave to risk 
one’s money in giving employment to the 
half-starved coolies of this over populated 
province is made. 


Going Back. 

So far, since the grand disturbance of 
1900, we scem going back instead of for- 
ward; engineers and prospectors come 
and go and the home companies who em- 
ploy them spend their money in China 
until one after another gets tired out, 
which is an eminently grateful result to 
the Mining Boards, Boards of Foreign 
Affairs, and Board of Trade, so carefully 
established with the view of putting a re- 
straint upon pestilent barbarian greed. 
Doubtless, if we are only sufficiently pa- 
tient, a farther gratifying result of tho 
late upheaval will be the abolition of ex- 
tra-territoriality, so ably advocated by 
Sir Robert Hart; when the Chinese will 
be enabled to exclude us entirely and so 
much needless trouble and annoyance to 
| both sides be avoided. 


New Imperial Customs Rules. 

‘We have already one grand compel 
tion in the new Imperial Customs Rules, 
by shich fall duties and half duties are 
aid upon all goods and effects trans- 
Ferred from one river port to another. The

Mr. Duclos, Engi- 
heer to the “Szechuan Mining Co.” is 
also back, but there is no sign as yet of 
the concessions obtained for them by M. 
Haas, two years ago, being worked. It is 
said that the Chinese succeeded in at- 
taching impossible conditions, thus post- 
poning the evil day of “foreign” mining 
to the Greek Kalends. 

HANYANG,

‘30th April, 
Government Lotteries. 

Tt may be fairly stale news that tho 
noble Viceroy of the two Lake Provinces, 
Hupeh and Hunan, seeing the growth of 
lottery agencies in this centre, bethought 
himself of tho scheme of a large uovern- 
ment Lottery, with agencies everywhoro 
throughout lis dominions, to aid the pub- 
lic revenues. Without discussing the in- 
itial wisdom or unwisdom of the scheme, 
it may be well to describe some of its prac- 
tical workings, especially as the subject is 
now the main topic of discussion in every. 
household and teashop in these parts, and 
presumably in the many cities and villages 
of mid Chin: 

Not only is each shopkeeper obliged to 
buy a lottery ticket monthly, but tho 
yamén runners select some one shopkceper 
here and there, and ucmand his guarantee 
to sell so many lottery tickets per month. 
One of tho responsible gentry of Hanyang 
has quoted the case of a coal-dealer, who 
was informed by the runners that he was 
henceforth to be debited with twenty thou- 
sand cash per month, as they handed bim 
lottery tickets to that amount. ‘The man 
protested saying that his was a small busi- 
ness, and his whole average profits fell 
below the sum named; he bad no hopes 
of selling that amount of lottery tickets, 
nor had he the means to make tho de- 
ficiency good. Whercupon he was haled to 
the County Court and imprisoned tll 
friends rallied round and paid the “ legal 
expenses” (squeezes) to underlings, etc., 
and guaranteed that the sum of twenty- 
thousand cash should be forthcoming 
month by month. Thus, says my inform- 
ant, the feelings of very many ate stirred 
against lotteries, which is good, as au 
forms of gambling are avowedly prohibit- 
ed by Chinese law, and actually probibit- 
ed by proclamations whose fragments still 
cling to tho walls of our city. But also 
the feelings of the populaco are inevitably 
stirred against their local rulers, in thus 
forcing a great. gambling scheme upon 
them, and ill-will toward local authorities 
can do no good to anyone.

A Great Epidemic 

prevails in this city. The mortality among 
the people is simply, alarming. In many 
instanees, whole families have died with- 
in a few days. At last the officials have 
been awakened and are taking steps to 
prevent its further spread and, if possible 
fo stamp it out. The measures adopted 
are good so far as they go, but they do 
not go far enough. Scavengers have ‘been 
officially employed in every ward of the 
city to clean the streets, and proclama- 
tions put up forbidding the people to 
throw the refuse from’ the homes on 
the streets. The city sewerage is only a 
system of cess-pools that menaccs the 
health of the entire city. Your corres- 
pondent suggested to the Prefect that a 
Cleansing and flushing of the sewerage 
frould be a wholesome thing. He replied 
“This cannot be done until fall, to open 
the sewerage now the stench would be un- 
endurable,” and so the people content 
themselves with these dangers ever con- 
fronting them. 

A Mining Company. 

It was my pleasure to call at the yamén 
of the Liang Toa a few days ago, when I 
found several of the leading officials | of 
the city gathered there. They were ds- 
cussing mining, and had a number of ore 
specimens spread out before them, such 
as gold, silver, iron and coal. There is 
talk of forming a mining company to ga- 
ther up the treasures that have so long 
been lying dormant in the bowels of the 
earth. 

A Fine Coal Belt. 

T have just made a trip through as fine 
a coal belt as is to be found in almost any 
country, We do not claim to be an au- 
thority on coal or on any other mineral, 
but wo know a good diner as well as the 
most scientific man, when we have cn- 
joyed the pleasure of cating it. We know 
good coal when we sit by the grate and 
feel its warm rays; by this test we de- 
clare this coal good. I travelled 2 
tanco of some twenty li through a section 
of as fine coal as that imported from Ja- 
pan. About a dozen mines are in opera 
tion on a very moderate scale. Most of 
the coal now being med is surface 
coal. Ata depth of some twenty feet 
splendid coal, in larger quantities, is 
found. Several shafts have already been 
sunk and abandoned on acount of flood- 
ing. The Chinese have no means for 
pumping out tho water. About twenty 
miles away from this soft.coal region are 
mines that produce as fine a quality of 
hard coal as the famous Hankow coal. It 
might not be amiss for those seeking min- 
ing rights to turn their attention to this 
Kiangsi provinee. I have also visited two 
sections of the province producing iron 
ore, but have not had tho privilege of vi- 
siting the prospective gold and silver 
fields. An invitation by one of the high 
‘officials to accompany him to these latter 
fields has been accorded me, and I hope 
‘soon to make the visit.

The Old, Old Tale! 

‘There have been lately a great many 
complaints about the way in which tho 
collections of the Peking Native Customs 
has been carried out by Prince Su’s un- 
derlings. Many stories, true or false, aro 
being told of the blackmailing propensities 
‘of the Custom watchers at various gates 
of the city. Of course foreign owned goods 
have been exempt from this extra squeeze, 
and many Chinese, who aro fortunato 
enough to have foreign acquaintances, 
hiad their goods passed as foreign owned. 
| In one caso I heard of the native gladly 
paying one hundred taels to his foreign ac- 
Quaintance for passing a hundred boxes of 
glass. A censor has memorialised tho 
| throne denouncing, the whole administra- 
tion, and Prince Su, with the intention 
probably of forestalling any steps which 
Inight be taken on tho memorial, has 
issued a proclamation practically admit- 
ting these irregularities and urging the 
people not to pay more than the regular 
dues and to insist on a receipt for the 
amount paid, so that if any overchargo is 
made a thorough examination can bo 
made. 


Prince Su’s Failure. 

One cannot help feeling sorry for the 
Prince in his struggles to honestly adminis- 
ter the customs. By originating the plan of 
paying fair salaries to bimself and his em- 
ployées he thought he might do away to 
2 great extent with the squeezing, but in- 
stead it seems to have acted as an incen- 
tive to the practice. Then, on the other 
hand, he has made many enemies for him- 
self among, the high officials who hope to 
succeed to the office on the expiry of his 
term; as instead of appropriating tho 
bulk of the taxes to his own purse, as 
has been the custom in the past, he has 
handed it over to the Imperial Ex- 
chequer.

The Trip to the Hunting Park. 


How the Emperor and Empress Dowager 
lave been spending their tine in the Hunt: 
ing Park, and how best the procession could 
be seen as it passed along the Ch‘ien 
Great Street, to the Forbidden City, have 
been the questions which have formed the 
chief subjecis of conversation during the 
last few days in Peking. As for as can be 
known, and judging from the paucity of 
diets issued ‘during the time they 
been at the Hunting Park, the Imperi 
party seem to have east aside for the nonce 
all high matters of state and abandoned 
themselves to the enjoyment of the fresh air 
and beautiful grounds. ‘The Empress sent 
in specia'ly to invite the families of Yung 
Lu and several of the Princes to spend a 
few days with her, and share in her plea- 
sure, and not forgetful of those who had 
the worry and anxiety of providing for the 
comfort of the Court, she has given dis- 
tincvions to Prince Ching and several hizh 
officials of the Imperial Household, and the 
Yellow Jacket to Prince Su, Chang Pei-si 
and Lu gewhsiang, the President of the 
Censorate, 


The Return of the Court. 

In an edict issued on the 28th, the Court 
announced their return on the following day, 
after atten“ing to State matters, and by ten 
o'clock a g-eat crowd of spectators, repre- 
senting more than twelve nationalities, 
assembled round the quadrangle of the 
Chien Mén. In this square are situated, 
one on cach side of the gate, the two 
temples containing the guardian deities of 
the city, the God of War and the Goddess of 
Mercy. Mosi of the spectators congregated 
‘on those portions of the wall where they 
could best see the courtyard of the temples, 
as it was known that the Emperor and 
Empress-Dowager would burn incense at 
either the one or the other. After hours of 
Jong weary waiting, rendered doubly 
agreeable by Peking dust and the mono- 
tonous passing of huudreds of luggage 
carts, the near approach of the Emperor 
was heralded by six hundred of Yuan's 
cavalry riding the Australian horses bought 
from the Germans, and one thousand in- 
fantry marcting to their band in double 
file in really splendid styie. The mperor 
went to the western temple (that of the God 
of War), which he entered, two Princes 
Keeping guard at the door, and ha 
strated himself returned to 
seemed quite oblivious of his surroundings, 
and gave no indication that he was watched 
eagerly by scores of interested foreigners. 
He looked pale and worn. 


The Empress-Dowager. 

Following on the Emperor came another 
body of Yuan’s troops and then the Empress- 
Dowager herself. ‘Those foreigners who 
had assembled on the wall looking down on 
the courtyard of the Temple of the Goddess 
of Heaven must have been much disap- 
pointed after their long waiting for, like 
the Emperor, the Empress Dowager also 
went to the temple of the God of War. 
With ficld glasses she could de seen as se 
was carried to the temple in her chai, 
gazing all round and watcbin : the foreigners 
with as much interest as they watched her. 
When she descended from the chair she 
brushed aside the eunuchs who waited on her 
and, gazing up, bowed to the crowd of 
spectators and waved her hand to a lady 
Who had been present at one of her audiences 
and whom she recognised. She then entered 
the temple, and after a minute or two came 
















































out, and waving aside a eunuch who sought 
tosereen her with an umbrella, looked up 
tothe wall again and said something. As no 
one replied, the eanuchs shouted out asking 
if what she said cou'd be he rd. Some one 
replying that it could, she proceeded to ask 
after the health of the Iady whom she had 
before greetes, who responding, in her turn 
engaired after the Empress’s health. After 
Joozing up for some time as if she wished 
to say something else, or perhaps, it was to 
give the foreigners with thei cameras a fair 
chance, she entered her chair and went on. 
The Eipress looked in good health, though 
she walked with diffesley, and bad to 
supported by two eunuchs.

"Tho 
Missionaries are therefore, frequently re- 
galed with the sound of explosives "and 
tho performances of Chinese musicians, 
while their doors are surrounded by sol: 
diers and scallywags. I am glad to hear, 
on reputable authority, that’ Yi Ko is 
changing his opinions. He is said to be an 
extremely able man, auid while opposed 
to Kang Yu-wei is not altogether ant 
foreign, indeed he has recently discussed 
the missionary question in a wiso and 
tolerant spirit. - 


Two new Universities. 

We are now expecting Dr. Richard and 
the Rev. M. Duncan, M. A., to inaugu- 
rate the Shansi University At the same 
time H.E. Ts'én Fut’ai is starting tho 
Government University. It seoms a pity 
that there should be two such educati 
al institutions that must necessarily 
val one another. H.E. tho Governor, 
however, has no choice, as he must obey, 
the Imperial Edict which orders a Go 
ernment University, and the two institu- 
tions could only bo united by some con- 
cessions on the part of Dr. Richard and 
Mr. Duncan. As tho Christian religion 
is not to be taught in either institution 
this might be practicable, and if it could 
bo accomplished the hope of really beno- 
fitting the People of Shansi, by affordin; 
them some Western enlightenment, woul 
be much greater. 


A German-Drilled Army. 

H.E. the Governor is organising « 
German-drilled army that will be spread 
through the province. There can be no 
doubt that China is very much in earn- 
est in the matter of military reform, and 
who can deny that this is wise. Whether 
Western statesmen aro equally wise in 
enabling China to create an army that 
will outnumber the united armies of the 
world may be open to question. Perhaps 
time will show that those who are edu- 
cating the head and heart of the Chinese 
are, after all, rendering the higher ser- 
viee to humanity. 

High Winds and Dust Storms. 

This spring has been characterised by 
very violent winds and dust storms. At 

Venshui on 19th March there was a high 
wind and dust storm of exceptional vio- 
lence. Four men were completely over- 
come by it, one of them being buried up 
to his waist in sand, while the eyes, nos- 
trils and mouths of all were blocked up. 
In the courtyards of the houses a deposit 
of sand screral inches thick was left, and 
in the rooms the furniture was covered 
to the depth of two or three inches.

The First Chinese Regiment. 


‘A recent mail brought us particulars 
concerning Lord Onslow’s official state- 
ment about Weihaiwei. The full text of 
this announcement rather modifies the 
meaning of Reuter’s telegraphic sum- 
mary. As regards the Regiment the ex- 
act words are, “That regiment would be 
gradually disbanded or withdrawn.” Ac- 
cording to Reuter it was to be “disbanded 
and replaced by a police force.” The 
written instructions from the War Office 
have yet to come to hand. Apparently 
that department has not quite made up 
its mind as to the future use of the Regi- 
ment, and with a government that has so 
completely reversed its own policy and in- 
tentions as regards this port, it ought not 
to he difficult to obtain a change of deci- 
sion—if there has been a definite dec 
—as regards its Chinese soldiers. it is 
very satisfactory to find that the “Times” 
in 4 leading article (Feb. 11th.) speaks so 
well of the force:—"We hope that some 
further explanations will be forthcoming 
‘as to the fate of the Chinese regiment 
which has been so successfully raised for 
service there since the British occupa- 
tion. It did admirable work in Northern 
China cighteen months ago during tho 
Boxer troubles, and in circumstances 
which subjected its loyalty and efficiency 
to the severest test.” 


The Regiment’s Histo:y and 
Record. 

‘There must be a number of regiments of 
the native army in India, that have.long 
heen in existence, whose experience of 
actual warfare under modern conditions 
is extremely limited. This is not the case 
with the First Chinese scgiment. At a 
time when its future is a matter of so 
much discussion and doubt, it will inter- 
est you to have a brief ‘outline of its 
history and achievements. 

Colonel Bower, of the Indian Staff 
Corps, arrived here carly in 1899, and the 
first recruits were enlisted in Shanghai 
on 10th January. Dy Ist March the num- 
ber was still under twenty. The Com- 
manding Officer and his colleagues had 
great initial difficulties to contend with. 
They had to face the well-known proju- 
dice amongst the Chinese against the 
soldier's profession. Men were found who 
preferred a coolie’s job at $5 per month 
to the generous terms offered by the 
British Government to the rawest re- 
cruits, viz. $8 per month and, in addi- 
tion, quarters, rations and uniform. The 
Chinese officials, too, did all they could to 
prevent men jo The most absurd 
stories were circulated among the people. 
‘The new soldiers would have their pig- 
tails cut off; they were to be branded; 
etc. It took time to inspire confidence, 
and with the example before them of the 
andalously dishonest treatment to which 
cir own soldiers are subjected by their 
officers, they may well have doubted 
whether their new foreign masters would 
keep their promises. 

Te speaks volumes for the patience and 
the professional zeal of the officers, who 
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were here in those early days, that they 
were able so soon and so completely to 
break down the barriers of prejudice and 
opposition. ‘The officers. who joined the 


| Regiment in the early thonths of 1899, 


and who are still attached, include Major 
Bruce, shortly due on his retum from 
‘Major Watson. now in command, 
‘Barnes and Captain Dent. On 
ist July the Regiment consisted of seven 
‘companies with a total of 255 men, and by 
the end of that first year the number had 
risen to 463. In May 1900, when the 





battalion was about 550 strong, its value 
as a fighting force received ample demon- 
stration in connection with the disturb- 
ances about the boundary of the leased 
territory. 
The Fighting on the Boundary. 
There is good reason for thinking that 
the. great movement for the expulsion, or 
extirpation of the hated foreigner, was 
intcnded by the palace officials at Peking; 
to break out into actual warfare towards 
the end of 1900, when the frozen condi- 
tion of the waterways leading to Tientsin 
and Peking would have opposed a formid~ 
able—if not insuperable—obstacle to any 
military expedition for the relief of be- 
sieged foreign communitics. But in the 
Boser movement the Empress Dowager 
‘and her reactionary clique had raised for- 
ees that soon became uncontrollable, and 
the premature outbreak enabled the 
‘barbarian’ nations to undertake success- 
fully in the summer months a relief ex- 
pedition that might have proved imprac- 
ticable a few months later, ‘The “Big 
Sword Society” appears to have origiita- 
ted in the province of Shantung, and the 
resistance offered to German expansion 
at Tsingtao, and at Weihaiwei to the 
boundary commission, would seem to be 
partly due to, if not actually caused by, 
The preaching and teaching of Boxer 
leaders. Early in May 1900 the boundary 
commissioners, both British and Chinese, 
were engaged in the work of determining 
the actual limits of the new Colony. Tho 
Chinese Regiment, furnished the escort 
and guard. ‘The villagers, whose passions 
had been aroused by interested agitators, 
resisted the commission, and resistance 
ended in bloodshed. 


A Test of Loyalty. 

‘This affair was a tremendous test of the 
loyalty and courage of the new soldiers, 
and their officers had every reason to 
take pride in their men aud in the re- 
markably successful result of their pa- 
tient labour. Too great stress canot be 
laid on the significant fact, that the men 
were not only. fighting against their own 
countrymen, but in many cases against 
their kith and kin. 

‘To illustrate the kind of influence, un- 
saceessfully brought to bear on the 
troops, it may be permissible to quote 
from a contribution that has already ap- 















peared in the “N.C. Daily News” 
(May 23rd 1900)—“ Notice was 
Sent’ to the Chinese soldiers that, 
unless they deserted by a cer 


tain time, their homes would be des- 
troyed and their friends punished, | be- 
sides which their fathers and brothers 
‘vould join in the attack and perhaps be 
shot by their brothers and sons. Anyone 
connected with the foreigners would be 
either drowned or burnt alive.” But tho 
great majority of the men proved “true 
to their salt.” 


Press Opinions. 





‘The conduct of the soldiers on this occa- 
sion received well-merited praise in the 
newspapers at home. According to, the 








“Daily Mail,” “The Chinese Regi- 
ment behaved _ splendidly.” In the 
army and Navy Gazette” (80th 
June) we read:—*The conduct of 


the soldiers of the Ist Chinese Regi- 
ment on this trying occasion was beyond 
all praise. There was not the slightest 
Sign of unsteadness or flurry about their 
morements, and that they should have 
unhesitatingly fired at their own fellow 
provincials, and possibly at their own 
Kinsfolk, at the command of their alien 
officers, speaks volumes for the hold these 
officers have established over them, and 


the efficiency of the training they have 
undergone.” “The Broad Arrow” 
(22nd Sept.) draws attention to 
the marked success of our offi- 


cers as contrasted with that of the 
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Germans: “The Chinese Regiment raised 
in Shantung (Tsingtao) went over in a 
body to their own people at the first op- 
portunity: the Chinese Regiment raised 
in Weihaiwei has proved its devotion to 
its British officers over and over again.” 
Taku-Tientsin-Pekiz¢. 

The forts guarding the entrance to the 
Peiho were taken on 17th. June. Three 
days later portions of four companies of 
the Chinese Regiment—200 men in all— 
were embarked on H.M.S. Orlando for 
service in the north. Every available 
soldier was sadly needed for the defence 
of the hard-pressed foreigners shut up in 
the Tientsin settlements. It was a bold 
experiment. Chinamen were to be op- 
posed to Chinamen. Many of the men 
were mel recruits with a few months’ 
drill and discipline behind them. Their 
foes were not only fellow-countrymen. but 
were generally, believed to be invulner- 
able, and to possess mysterious, super- 
natural powers. We can now afford to 
smile at the superstitions of the Boxers 
and their dupes, but the fact remains that 
their claims and doctrines were implicit- 
ly believed in by the great mass of tho 
common people. But greater than their 
dread of the supernatural was the influ- 
ence of good discipline and devotion to 
capable leaders. These troops rendered 
most invaluable service. Officially they do 
not appear to have received the recogni- 
tion they deserved. Indeed it almost 
seems to be the case that the suppression 
of commendation has been deliberate and 
intentional. Foreigners at Tientsin did 
not welcome the idea of having celestials 
—even when under British officers—to 
help in their defence. The wisdom of 
employing them, under the circumstan- 
ces, was questioned. But objections were 
over-ruled, and a body of men were ad- 
mitted, whose services soon won unstint- 
ed praise. 


A “Terrible” Gun. 

‘The contingent did a useful piece of 
work on the way from Rail-head to the 
Settlement. A middy and a dozen men 
from the Terrible were in charge of a 
heavy, gun urgently needed at Tientsin to 
reply to Chinese artillery. The sandy soil 
proved too much even for British blue- 
jackets, and, according to your corres- 
pondent’s informant, tho middy came 
“with tears in his eyes” to beg assistance. 
Men of the Hongkong Regiment—who, 
on this occasion, were found to be not 
nearly so “fit” as the Shangtung recruits, 
took turns with the soldiers from Wei- 
haiwei, and tho gun was safely brought 
in, 

Effectiveness. 

There seems to bo no doubt that the 
most serious and obstinate fighting in 
the whole campaign took place in the de- 
fence of the Settlements and in the cap- 
ture of the native city. ‘The preposterous 
claims of Boxerism were completely ex- 
ploded, and the fanatical element in the 
desperate courage shown by the Chinese 
was less and less evident from the day 
their stronghold was taken. It is 2 mat- 
ter of common knowledge that all this 
took place before the arrival of armies 
from India and Europe. In these events 
the Chinese Regiment played a promi- 
nent part, and won praise from all observ- 
crs. The difficulties of the allies, after 
the fall of the native city, on the march 
to Peking, were rather due to hasty trans- 
port arrangements, than to actual. resist- 
ance offered by the Imperial armies to 
their progress. Here again, as escort to 
heavy guns and in procuring vehicles for 
the ‘transport Department, the soldiers 
from Weihaiwei were found most useful. 
Considering the small proportion of the 
Regiment that actually-took part’in hos- 
tilities, tho casualties were not light. In 

- an attempt to capture a gun that bad 








been causing much annoyance and some 
damage to the Tientsin settlement, Ma- 
jor Bruce was severely wounded, and 
there were two killed and five wounded 
among the rank and file. In the assault 
on the native city Captain Ollivant and 
three men were killed, and there were 
fifteen wounded including Capt. Pereira 
and Sergeant Purdon. Through an explo- 
sion of gunpowder at Tungchou Captain 
Hill and eleven men were dangerously 
wounded, several of whom, including the 
officer, died from the injuries they re- 
ceived. 

Criticisms. 

Much has been written about this new 
force, some criticisms being favourable, 
and others that are almost’ maliciously 
unjust. Reference to these in detail must 
be postponed to a future letter. Enouga 
has, perhaps, been written above to prove 
that the Regiment’s record has been 
good, and to confirm the statement of the 
“Daily Mail's” correspondent—in a let- 
ter, dated 5th July—‘There is general 
satisfaction at the conduct of the First 
Chinese Regiment, which has already been 
under fire two or three times.”

jn tho matter of furniture as_ in every- 
thing else.

T suppose these had origin 
ally been folding doors, but if so they had 
been removed and the arch was curtained 
with portiére curtains. The walls were 
papered with a lovely ingrain paper in 
a very soft shade of dull apple green, the 
only ornament of which consisted ‘in a 
somewhat indistinct fleur-de-lys in a 
slightly deeper tint than the ground it- 
self. ‘The frieze was of a conventional de- 
sign and exactly tho same tint. The car- 
pet—a Wilton pile—had a small pattern 
running over it and its two shades were 
precisely tho same as those of the paper. 
‘The window and portiare curtains took up 
‘the light tint only. They were made of 
sill repp, (an old-fashioned material which 
has lately taken to itsclf a new leaso of 
life) trimmed with string colour gimp or- 
namented with rows of gold braid. The 
Chesterfield couch and large arm chairs 
wero of striped green velvet, in which 
both shades were repeated. ' The furni- 
ture was all Shereaton beautifully inlaid, 
and all the occasional chairs were uphol- 
stered in cither damask or brocade in 
which old-rose was the prevailing tint, 
tho same delicate shade being used in 
cushions, ete. All the paint was ivory 
white enamel, and additional lightness 
was added by double sets of cream Mad- 
ras muslin curtains. ‘The whole effect 
was that of restfulness and repose, which 
is a thing good to aim at in house decora- 
ion. 


Passing cf an Empire Maker. 

Only onco before sinco our late Queen 
dicd has such intense sympathy been 
shown for tho death of any one as is being 
evinced now by everyone one meets, quite 
regardless of sex, age, or political opinion, 
in the death of Mr. Cecil Rhodes, ‘The 
other exception was xresident Meiinley, 
but the tragedy of his death was so awful 
that it naturally called forth an excep- 
tional display of feeling.

It is said that almost his 
last words were, “So little done—So much 
to do.” And though as a matter of fact he 
accomplished more in his forty nino years 
than most men would get through in the 
allotted three scoro tnd ten, still thero is 
undoubtedly an immense amount yet to 
do, and it is a matter of intense regret 
that ho did not live to witness the consoli- 
dation of the South African Colony for 
which he worked so bravely. I could not 
help being much struck with a very short 
American comment on his death printed 
in tho “Daily Mail” from the American 
“Bgvening Post.” Ht says, “Cecil Rhodes 
will always have a prominent place in the 
front rank of self made men. He owed 
his prosperity partly to good fortune, but 
mainly to his eapacity for sceing his op- 
portunity, his boldness in seizing it, and 
his tenacity in retaining any advantage 
he had once possessed himself of.” These 
characteristics are those one usually asso- 
ciates with the American rather than the 
Ginglish nature, yet Mr. Rhodes was 
English to the core. Twice yesterday I 
heard him called “The un-crowned King 
of South Africa” and I notice to-day one 
of the papers hints that a few years ago 
he might have taken upon himself veri- 
table King-ship had it not been for his 
loyalty to this country. As it is he will find 
his last resting place under a natural 
Cairn in the Matoppo Hills close to the 
spot where Major Wilson's force mado its 
Tist stand. He chose the place himself and 























ve full directions as to what he wished 
done to Mr. Baker, his architect, when he 
last visited the place. Mr. Rhodes’s death 
adds one more name to the already long 
list of eminent men who have passed 
away sinc the war began, and whose loss 
may be attributed either directly or in- 
directly to its cause. There can be no 
doubt but that in the present case the 
intenso strain of the siege of Kimberley 
and all that happened both before it and 
since must have acted very injuriously 
on a heart which was at no time very 
strong. It is said to be better to wear 
out than rust out; but had it not been 
for the almost super-human ansiety of 
the past three years, it seems that in Mr. 
Rhodes's case the wearing out process 
ight have extended over many more 
years. 


A Sad Death Roll. 

To-day’s papers contain the names of 
the officers and men who sailed in the 
ill-fated * Condor,” believed to have been 
lost off the coast of Vancouver. She left 
Exquimalt on December 2nd last for 
Honolulu and should have arrived there 
about the 15th of that month, but has 
never been heard of since, and the only 
traces of her so far have been a boat, the 
lid of a provision chest, and the rim of 
a bluejacket’s cap. The Admiralty have 
given her up as lost, and one can 
only surmise that tho 8 officers 85 men 
and 11 marines have met with a watery 
grave. 


Abolition of Barmaids 

is the latest craze of the Glasgow Ma; 
strates. During tho past few weeks 
“surprise” visits have been paid by their 
emissaries to various bars, resturaunts and 
refreshment rooms in the city, and though 
nothing is known definitely it is rumoured 
that young ladies behind the bars will 
soon lave to be dispensed with. Of course 
the proprietors of these houses are much 
alarmed, as bar men would mean ‘a great 
falling off in customers. A meeting’ was 
held by them yesterday, and it was decid- 
ed {o take a Iegal opinion as to the powers 
of the licensing authorities in this diree- 
tion. If Glasgow leads successfully other 
places may follow, as undoubtedly there is 
a great deal to urge against the cmploy- 
ment of women in this capacity, but it is 
serious to contemplato what would lappen 
to the thousands of girls who would be 
thrown out of employment if the action 
became general; many of them are wage- 
earners not only for themselves but for 
may bo a delicato mother or younger 
prothers and sisters . It is very rarely 
that a wrong can be righted, however, 
without some one being made to suffer, 
and in tho present instance it almost seems 
that the greater danger lies in allowing 
girls to follow a calling in which they are 
exposed to such known dangers.

The War. 

While we are still awaiting the result of 
the conference between Schalk Burger and 
Steyn, a dispatch received to-day from 
Lord ‘Kitchener fully confirms the assur- 
ances which have already heen given that 
the hope of peace proposals has not induced 
any relaxation of the efforts of our troops 
to end the war by a process of exhaus- 
tion. Lord Kitchener has just notified us 
that a big battle has taken place in the 
Western ‘Transvaal between his brother, 
General W. Kit-hener, and Delarey, that 
a running fight was maintained for eight 
miles, that the enemy were repulsed on 
all sides, and that our lesses are sever. 
We are still awaiting details which will 
enable us to judge of the substantial results 

















to be expected from this victory ; but we 

may reasonably expect that it will not 

render the two nominal Presidents of the 

Boer Republics less disposed to sue for 

peace. 

The Execution of Australian 
Officers. 


Ex-Lieutenant Witton, of the Bushveld 
Carbineers, who was recently sen'enced to 
imprisonment for life for the murder of 
Boer prisoners, at the same time that two of 
his brother ofticers were ordered to be shot 
for the same offence, has just been brought 
home on the transport Canada. OF course, 
the energetic reporters had no opportunity 
of communicating with the prisoner, but 
they sttcceeded in interviewing some of his 
fellow-passengers who had had opportuni- 
ties of speaking with him. For the first 
time, too, we have been able to ubtain 
from other sources some general idea of 
the nature of the offences for which two 
Australian officers were executed. Tt is 
so far fortunate that the main facts seem 
scarcely to be in dispute. Lieutenants 

Morant, Handcock, Picton and Witton were 

all concerned in the cold-blooded murder 
of disarmed Boer prisoners, the apparent 
motive bi revenge for the death of 
their captain, Captain Hunt, whose bod 
is said to have been deliberately muti- 
lated by a party of train-wreekers. 
Morant and Handeock were sentenced to 
hand shot, Picton was cashiered, and 
ntenced to life-imprison- 
ment. now petitioning against the 
sentence; but he does not deny tho 
murders, he merely extenuates his own 
share of the guilt. ~ At first it was feared 
that the incident woull give rise to ill- 
feeling in Australia, since the otticers shot 
were both Australiuns, though they wero 
not members of the Colonial contingents. 
Australia is, however, taking a” per- 
Fectly calm and just view of the matter, 
It is felt there, as here, that 
so far as the facts are known there is 
abundant evidence that, these officers di 
graced their fy and their country, and 
thut they have been justly punished.” ‘The 
only complaint which anyone makes is 
that the amilitary authorities have been 
mululy reticent in the matter. It is 
impossible to conceal the fuer that two or 
three British oficers of an irregular force 
have been guilty of barbarity, and it will 
surely do good rather than harm to 
publish the wholesfacts and prove to the 
world that such offences are relentlessly 
punished? 


The Year's Revenue. 

Monday was the last day of the financial 
year, but Monday being a national holiday, 
the last day for Exchequer receipts and 

ayments was Saturday. It is a misfortune 
for Sir Michael Hicks-Beach that the past 
year included two Easter Mondays, and as 
the average receipt of revenue on a work- 
ing day are about half a million, this 
means a serious loss. However, tho 
revenue totalled the enormous sum of 
upwards of £152,700,000. Deducting 
nearly ten millions which are paid 
over to local taxation  accountyp the 
sum paid into. the Excheyuer was 
£142,997,999. Considering that most of 
the ‘items which go to make up 
this sum are in round fizuros, it seems 
a pity that Sir Michael could’ not have 
added the extra £2,001 and mide 
£143,000,000. It is, however, satisfactory 
to know that the sum received exceeds the 
estimate by just about half-a-million, so 
that evidently the nation has not been 
seriously impoverished by the war. To 
estimate a revenue of a hundred and fifty 
millions and be only half-a-million out 
looks to be very good finance; but when 
we come to examine the detrils the result 
is nob quite so flattering. Customs and 
Income Tax have each produced about a

The Royal Palaces 

‘The King has been yachting in the 
Solent and the Channel this Fastertide, and 
meanwhile his personal effects have been 
removed from Marlborouvh House to 
Buckingham Palace, for His Majesty will 
it is understood, return no mors to the house 
which has been his London home for so 
many years, Both at Buckingham Pal 
and at Windsor Castle very extensive 
alterations and redecorations have been 
carried out during the past few mouths, 
and at Windsor the public had on Monday 
their first opportunity of viewing the old 
palace as prepared for its new Royal 
‘decupant. And the opportunity was one 
puch as they never had during the late 
Queen's reign, for the King had given 
crders that no carpets were t be removed 
and no covers were to be placed over the 
furniture and art treasures. Everything 
in the state rooms wis to be seen by the 
Visitors just_as it is during the Royal 
residence. ‘The consequence was that the 
number of sightsvers went up to the 
quite unprecedented total of 24,300, the 
nuniber on Exster Monday, 1990—the last 
public holiday on which the palace was 
‘opened—being only 7,921. 


Cecil Rhodes. 


‘Westminister Abbey has this week been 
handed over to his Majesty's Office of 
Works for preparation for the Coronation 
ceremony, and no services will be held 
there for ‘some three or four months to 
come. Itis probab’e, however, that the 
memorial service for Mr. Cecil Rhodes 
yrould in any case have taken place at St. 
Paul’s Cathedral, where it is to be cele- 
rated next Thursday. Meanwhile signs 
‘of mourning have been general. Flags 
have been half-masted everywhere, and the 
newspapers have heen full of ancedotes 
d appreciations and reminiscences of the 
Coivsstis of South Afric. The dircetors of 
the British South Africa Company remark, 
however, in their circular t» the share- 
holders on the subject of their founder's 
death, that it is not the least result of the 
work of Mr. Rhodes that the destinies «f 
Rhodesia and the Company have ceased to 
depend upon the life of any individual.” 
‘And if that is true of Rhodesia it isin 
‘even greater measure true of South Africs 
genoraly. Rhodes’s death, much as it is 
feplored, will probally not greatly’ affect 
the events of the future. Among the 
personal sketches of the great South 
‘African which have appeared this week, 
perhaps the interesting is 
from the pen of Sir Harry Johnston. | The 
ex-Commissioner of the Uganda Protecto- 
rate was more than once in antagonism 
with Rhodes in African policy, but he has 
nevertheless given a very striking little 
sketch f Rhodes's greatness and force of 
character. He does not scruple to touch 
on one point which most of Rhodes’s 
biographers have avoided. “It was of 
course observable,” he says, “that during 
the later years of his life he (Rhodes) was 
obliged to have recourse to stimulants and 
drugs to sustain his energies on important 
occasions. Yet he was by nature an 
abstemious man, and not: given to fus 
about his health. The eause simply Jay in 
the dread «f a faintness, a weakness of the 
heart's action, which became a constant 
terror to him from 1892 onwards.” 


Two Adaptations. 

‘Two remarkable adaptations of popular 
works of fiction to the stage have been 
made this week. The first was Mr. Guy 
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Boothby’s “Dr. Nikola,” for the theatrical 
version of wich Messrs. Ben Landeck and 
Oswald Brand are responsible. They have

Cecil Rhodes yesterday afternoon. In 
addition to the many hundreds who attended 
by invitation and for whom seats were 
roserved, there were thousands who thronged 
those portions of the Church which were 
thrown open to all comers, while hundreds 
hore "were unable to. obtain admission. 
Ail classes were represented in the con- 
Rregation, ‘The King and the Prince of 
Vales sent special representatives; among 
members of the Cabinet present were Mr. | 
Balfour, Mr. Chamberlain, Lord George 
Hamilton, and Lord James of Hereford. Of 
the last Liberal Government there were 
Mr Asquith, Mr. Herbert Gladstone, Lord 
‘Tweedmouth, Mr. Sydney Buston’ and 
Mr. James Bryce, more thin ove of whom 
wrould be classed by many among the Pro- 
Boer section of the party. ‘There was no 
sermon —no culogium, but the service was 
deeply impressive. The band of the Cold 
Sram Guards. were there to play 
Handel's Dead March when the aged Dean 
had pronounced the benediction; and sixteen 
tency and bass drums joined in producing 
the mulled beats.

Rhodes's Will. | 
‘The hearts of all men had_ been almost 
touched more by the terms of Cecil Rhodes's 
will than by the circumstances of his death. 
Even the “Daily News” is constrained to 
‘admit that it contains nothing that should 
‘not be welcomed by all who love the British 
Empire. With its main provisions your 
fers have no doubt already been made 
acquainted. ‘What is the full value ofall 
that Rhodes has left to the Empire and the 
world in his will it is impossible at present 
to sty. No one at present can estimate the 
value of the landed estates in Rhodesia 
which he has left for the Agricultural 
College at the parks, or even of De Groote 
Schuur, which. is to be for ever a home of 
the Federal Premiers of South Africa.

His “Politica! Testament.” 

Mr. Stead by the way has startled the 
world by publishing in the “Review of 
Reviews’ a strange document which Mr. 
Rhodes drew up and gave him in 1890. It 
was well known of course that in spite of 
‘Mr. Stead’s hysterical and violently anti- 
English ‘attitude in regard to the war, the 
two men so strangely different remained 
friends till the end. And. this document, 
which Mr. Stead calls Mr. Rhodes’s “ Poli- 
tical Confession of Faith,” to somo extent 
explains the paradox. Practical man of 
business as he was, Mr. Rhodes was yet a 
visionary. In this testament he propounded 
a strange scheme for forming a great secret 
society on the model of the Jesuits, whose 
objects would be to get hold of the great 
capitalists and absorb the capital of the 
Srorld, to be used in promoting the unity of 
the British Empire and of the English- 
speaking races. ‘The disposition of ‘most 
men on reading this strange document is to 

wuzzle over it for a few minutes, and then 
lismiss it from their minds with the reflec- 
tion that

Some are inclined to think that Mr. Stead 
had more to do with the formulation of the 
document than Mr. Rhodes; but whatever 
Stead’s faults, we have no reasou to doubt 
him when he tells us that he has presented 
the testament in Rhodes's own words, with- 
‘out even dressing them up as Rhodes wished 
him to do. Perhaps if we could know more 
of the details of Mr. Rhodes’s scheme it 
would not seem quite so mad as it does in 
this rough form. 


Peace Prospects. 

Last night it was officially announced 
in the House of Commons that Schalke 
Burger, Steyn, Botha, De Wet, Delarey aud 
five or six other prominent members of the 
Transvaal and Orange Free State “Gov- 
crnments” are now at Klerksdorp under 
white flag protection discussing the desir- 
ability of suing for peace. British Ministers 
are still warning us not to raise our hopes 
too high; and we have been disappointed so 
often that we should certaiuly be prepared 
for disappointment again. It is, however, 
dtiseultt see how these Leaders can come 
to any other conclusion than that further 
resistance is hopcless. Their first united 
proposals. for peace will in all probability 
be of a nature which it- will be impossible 
for us to accept; but it is hardly conceiv- 
able that they should separate again with a 
resolve to continue the war. Delarey is the 
only general who has of late beea able 
to give us any serious trouble, has just 
sustained two heavy defeats, aud De Wet's 
brother Piet is now commanding a British 
force in the conviction that those who are 
continuing the war against us are acting as 
enemies of theit race. 


British and Boer Atrocities. 


‘We have now been supplied with official 
details of the offences for which two so- 
called Australian officers were put to death, 
a third sentenced to imprisonment for life, 
and a fourth cashiered; and the announce- 
ment of the facts has destroyed the last 
vestige of sympathy which was felt for them. 
Ttis rather hard on Australia that these men. 
Should have been described as Australian 
officers. They were oflicers of a locally raised 
force—the Bushveldt Carbineers—and they 
were not Australians by birth. ‘Thut they 
murdered in cold blood at least a dozen 
Boers who had voluntarily surrendered to 
them is placed beyond a doubt; and some 
of the men who served under them declare 
that they were guilty of other and greater 
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atrocities which were not brought home to 
them at the trial by court-martial. The 
only consolation is that their conviction and 
exemplary punishment have vindicated the 
devotion to justice of the British military 
authorities—a Vindication which has just 
been emphasised by the acquittal of Com- 
mandant Kruitzinger. ‘That gallant General 
has made a very favourable impression upon 
the British with whom he has come into 
contact since his capture, and it must be 
reknowledged that his ‘Aequittal ‘ou the 
charge of responsibility for the murder of 
unarmed native scousts has relieved the 
military authorities and the Government of 
a serious difficulty. Had he been found 

ilty there would have been a big petition 
for his pardon; but having regard to the 
terms of their proclamation on the subject 
of the murder of natives it would have been 
difficult to pardon him without appearing 
to be sacrificing the interests of the Kalflirs 
whom we have pledged omselves to protect. 


In Parliament. 

‘The Commons have reassembled after the 
Easter recess, and Mr. Ritchie has intro- 
duced the new Licensing Bill. It is a 
measure dealing with a number of minor 
jnestions altecting drunkenness and the 
Tiquor trafic. Tt makes much more 
stringent the regulations regarding the 
serving of drunken men, deals with the 
wuestion of bogus clubs, ‘which are mere 
drinking places and provides that in future 
grocers’ licenses are to be granted on applica- 
tion to the local licensing authorities instead 
of as at present direct from the excise 
authorities, This last is the most contea- 
tious clause in the measure, which on the 
whole meets with favour in both sides of 
the House, though of course it does 
not by any means satisfy the desires of the 
extreme Temperance party. It does not 
attempt to diminish the number of public 
houses, and Mr. Ritchie says frankly that 
that isa question which he cannot tackle 
while the ‘Temperance party continue 
violently to oppose compensation to public- 
ans whose licenses are taken away from 
them in the public interest and for no fault 
of their own. For the rest the House has 
been discussing the new Rules of Procedure, 
and have agreed to the much debated rule 
transferring the half-day sitting from Wed- 
nesday to Hriday, so that legislators may get 
away on Friday evenings for week-end 
holiday

‘The news of the death of the Earl of 
Kimberley has been received with real 
regret by members of all political parties

The French Fleet in the Far East. 

Following on the heels of the Franco- 
Russian note in reply to the Anglo- 
Japanese alliance comes the announce- 
ment that the French naval forces on the 
China, Indian Ocean and Pacifie Sta 
as we call them are to be entirely reor- 
ganised. At present only four divisions 
are allotted to this immense stretch of 
water, and they constituto little more 
than isolated outports. They are now to 
be fused tegether with added material and 
made into one force under the command 
of a vice-adm The chief novelty 
about this force is that it. will include a 
genuine fleet of two divisions each com- 
Prising ten vessels, fully manned and 
armed and operating from three bases : 
Saigon, Diego-Suarez and Noumea. These 
divisions are to be kept on the move, so 
as to bring their sea-going efficeney up 
to the highest pitch, and are to praeticn 
manourres, with especial reference to the 
possibility of Anglo-Japaneso opposition 
and Russian co-operation. The divisions 
will also be used as a sort, of training 
school for officers, the idea being to draft. 
all future midshipmen into it for a couple 
of years before they go up for their en- 
i ination. ‘The same plan will 
‘oung Houtenants, many of 
whom see very little actual sea life in 
Ewope. A feir submarines are to be sent 
out for protection of the big naval ports 
case of war, but otherwise the new ar- 
nigements do not make much change in 
tho purely defensive part of the French 
naval system in the Far East, and the ob- 
ject of the reorganisation seems to be to 
enable the French to strike a blow and 
take the offensive if need be. The impor 
tance of such a factor in th’ situation is 
evident. but it remains to be seen whether 
the new squadrons will be a really formixl- 


Easter. 


For the first time in many years Paris 
has had a wet Easter, much’ to the an. 
noyance of the thousands of British 
tourists who flocked into the city and 
made themselves even more conspicuous 
than usual on the boulevards and. the 
Rue de Rivoli. Somehow or other one 
has become accustomed to associate Eas- 
ter in Paris with bright, breezy, bracing 
weather, spring toilettes and the begin 
ning of the cycling season. This year 
these things “have been wanting, “but 
Mother Church has asserted herself as of 
Xore. It is Indeed curious that in spite of 
the prevailing indifference and scepticism, 
not to say irrclig’on, the churches should 
still be the great centres of interest when 
the festivals come round, and the great- 
est of them is Easter. The Madeleine is 
still one of the sights a conscientious 
sitor cannot afford to pass by.

it in every case and that it is simply an 
intimation to the Municipal Police thit 
the document emanates from the proper 
Chinese authority. 

Enclosure IIT. — Correspondence of 
October 1900 which, taken together with 
Erclesure II, amounts to a clear and 
specific admission by the Consular Body, 
not only of the principle that no native 
resident can be taken beyond Settlement 
limits without preliminary trial at the 
Mixed Cont’ of this Settlement, but that 
it is the duty of the Couneil to prevent any 
departure from this procedure. 

Whatever the merits of the “Tai Sun

Accordiny'y, the 
Constubles never came to the Police Station 
again, but, with the Tepaou, went directly 
to these houses, and frizhtened their 
proprivtors with these countersizned docu- 
ments, seeking prohably thereby to ac- 
complish what they fuiled todo through 
other means. 

It is clear to all, 
































that to protect the 
residents, no Magis'rate’s Warrant should 
be countersigned until the real cause o° 
complaint be ascertained; otherwise, do 
what the Council will, there will always be 
a state of insecurity.

Mr. A. J. Stewart remarked that the 
accounts presente! were inadequate and 
did wot properly exhibit the Company’s 
finaucial position. Four months were quite 
unaccourted for, and he could make nothing 
out of the figures supplied 

Mr. twentymin explained that the 
statements were not intended as accounts, 
Dut merely to show receipts and payments 
by the liquidators. As a shareholder Mr. 
Stewart had free access to the books for 
further informatio. 

Mr. Stewart would like to see the remain- 
ing glue forced on the market, so that the 
final winding up could be speedily accom- 
plished. It must be deteriorating in value 
and “ eating its head off” with expenses. 

Mr. «wentyman replied that. the liquida- 
tors now had offers for the tine and he 
hoped to effect a clearance of the lot ata 
fair price in a few days 

There being uo further business the 
shareholders dispersed. 

‘The Report is as follows :— 

The Liquidators beg to lay before the 
shareholders the statement of the Liquida- 
tion Account from the first day of May 
1901, the date of the Company's going into 
liquidation, to the 39th day of April 1902. 
The il idea of the Liquidators was to 
endeavour if possible to obtain additional 
funds to carry on the work, by forming a 
syndicate to purchase the Company's pro- 
perty and undertaking at public auction; 
and with this purpose in view, issued a 
circular to the Shareholders dated June Ist, 
1901, asking their support. This, however, 
met with such a fe-ble response that the 
Liquislators were forced to reluctantly aban- 
dou the idea, and the plantand undertaking 
of the Company were therefore sold at public 
auction to the highes' bidder for the sum of 
Tis. 24,009. Most of the outside claims have 
been paid offin full, and the preseiit account 
loses with a balance due the Shareholders 
of ‘Tis. 5,087.98.. In addition to the above 
balance, there is held in trust by Messrs. 
Stores ‘and Piatt Tis. 9,716.72 (which 
Tepresents a portion of the purchase money 
of the Company's property) and there is also

ing the cash assets of the Company. All

Some one asked not long ago, * When 
is a jo-shouse not a josshouse "2? * Why, 
when it is a soup kitchen,” was the reply: 
‘This marvel appeal-d to crowds of curious 
Chinese, who daily hung around our back 
fence, "This was the rendezvous for those 
seeking entertainment. ‘The crowds of 
women and children under instruction, «nd 
fed to satisfaction w.thout confusion and 
riot, was of the deepest interest aud served 
for comment for diys, expecially when it 
was known that several Chinese lid 
attempted to dspense charity in like 
manner, but were rio ed out by night, not 
having provided sufticient for tie crowds 
that came, Rumours of a rush t» be miade 
on us floated to ue ears, but we were not 
even anxious, feeling securei» the protection 
of Him Whose work we were doing. To 
satisfy the Chinese autho-ities, we allowed 
them to quiet their fears and show yood 
will by quartering a s lier at our camp 
though he wore citizen's clothing most of 
the time. 

‘The crowds that came to us were a 
niotley folk, mostly composed «i. respect- 
able farmers? wives and their children, and 
some beggars along with the lame,” halt 
and blind, These, clothed in foreign 
garments, sugyeste | Coxey’s Army. 

‘A snuall dispensary was opened. where 
necessary medicines were given and simple 
surgical operations were-dune, first, by Di 
M. R. Charles, afterwards by Dr. E. H. 
Hart, who toox the most difficult cases 10 
his hospital for treatment. We are very 
much indebted to both of these ventlemen 
for their faithful work and willing assist- 
ance. 

We came in contact with different phases 
of Chinese character, unti!_ we could but 
marvel how many sides a Chinaman seen)- 
ed to have to his inner self ; and wo dered, 
from the amount of rice consumed, if 
nature had not given to them larger accom- 
modations fot food. It gave us al the 
greatest satisfaction to see them enjoy the 

od rice so bountifully provided by the 
{indness of our patrons. ‘Tearful eyes and 
trembling lips testified to their deep 



































preciation of, and gratefuiness for, the 
foreigners’ bounty, many saying, ‘This 
is the only food I have had for several 
days,” or “The only substantial meal of 
the day,” or “If it were not for this 
charity, my child must be sold.” 

Our greatest joy in ministering to

A PUBLIC LECTURE HALL 
AT HANGCHOW. 
‘Yo the Mditor of the 
“ Nonrn-Curxa Dary Ne 

Sut,—Several months ago you were 
good enough to give place in your columns 
to an interesting letter from Dr. Liu, one 
of Dr. Main's able assistants in the 
Church "Missionary Society's Medical 
Mission at Hangchow. 

It written, 
of view of a public spirited 
Chinaman, who had derived benefit 
from the Christian and scientific 
teaching to which the Missionary so 
ety had given him access ; and who wish- 
cd his countrymen to share his advantages 
as fully and as speedily as possible. 

With this in view, and with the full 4 
proval and encouragement of Dr. Mai 
he appealed to your readers to give their 
sympathy and support to the provision of 
a Public Hall at Hangchow, which might 
serve as a centre of enlightenment by 
means of lectures and discussions, and if 
possible also classes for scientific and other 
branches of instruction. It was under- 
stood that, as connected with our Mission, 
all would be conducted on Christian prin- 
ciples, but without the aggressive charac- 
teristics of the Mission Room or Christian 
Chapel. 

I do not think that any considerable 
contributions were received from your 
readers. But, in response to private re- 
presentations addressed by my friends, 
Dr. Main and Dr. Liu, to their Chinese 
acquaintances among the educated and | 
official classes in Hangchow, some two or! 
three thousand dollars have been placed | 
al Dr. Main's disposal towards the abject, 
in some case with expressions of hearty

sympathy with the project, which seemed 
to commend itself to the ‘views of the 
more intelligent Chinese gentry. 

‘Within the past few months the scheme 
has received the sanction of the 
Missionary Conference, the repre- 
sentative. in China’ of the C. 
M. Society; and a site, the pro- 
petty of the Society, has been granted 
for the erection of the Hall, as soon as 
sufficient funds are at our disposal. AS, 
howerer, it is not to be used for the di- 
rect preaching of the Gospel, nor for 
Christian edueation or worship, no pecu- 
niary assistance can be asked of the So- 
ciety towards its building or equipment. 

‘S constitution has been drawn up, to 
which I have given my assent, which de- 
fines, as above, the object of the under- 
taking, provides for free speech on suit- 
able topics, but with a proviso against 
contentious discussion, arranges for the 
orderly attendance at the lectures of male 
and female members of the classes for 
whose benefit it is especially designed, and 
vests the management in a committee of 
seven, of whom two ex officio are to be 
leading missionaries of the C.M.S. at 
Hangchow, and of the other five to be 
chosen from among the promoters and 
subscribers, two are, if possible, to 
Belong to’ the local’ gentry. Dr. Liu, 
in sending me three weeks ago a copy of 
the constitution as finally agreed upon by 
my missionary colleagues and myself, has 
asked me both to subscribe, and, with 
your kind permission, to appeal to your 
Feaders to contribute what is still lacking 
to commence and complete the projecte: 
building. It is estimated that this re- 
quires not less than $5,000 including the, 
say, $3,000 already in hand. 

‘Fam glad to become a contributor ; and 
T carnestly invite your readers who are 
interested in the true enlightenment, 
ethical and scientific, of the Chinese, 
though possibly reluctant to support a 
missionary propaganda, to send to Dr. 
Main of Hangchow, “who will bo good 
‘enough to receive them, liberal contribu- 
tions towards this interesting undertak- 
ing.

The Insurrection in S. W. 
Chihli. 

We translate the following from the 
“Sinwénpao”:—The troubles in the three 
districts of Kuangtsunghsien, Weihsien and 
Chilluhsien, Chili province, were really 
due to the ‘inordinate exactions of yamén 
underlings while collecting money from the 
Beopls to pay the local RG. missionary in- 

lemnity for losaes suffered by them and their 
converts in 1900 at the hands of the Boxers, 
A short time ago a_mewly-raised unarmed 
company of recruits for Viceroy Yuan's 
New Army Corps, enrolled ia the southern 
districts of the province and under the com- 
mand of a lieutenant and several rer- 
gennts, on their way toreport themselves at 
aoting head-quarters, were ruthlessly and 
treacherously attacked by a mob of armed 
villagers who massacred the lieutenant, a 
couple of sergeants and fifty seven men, or 
more than half of the company of unarmed 
soldiers. This alone will show the intense 
feeling prevalent amongst the villagers of, 
Southwestern Chibli against the authorities 
for what they term “truckling to foreign 
missionaries.” Upon receipt of the news | 
of the massacre of his recruits Viceroy 
Yuan Shih-k'ai_ immediately ordered three 
regiments of cavalry and four regiments 
of infantry with a detachment of four

There are not a few 
reports about that, owing to the fact that 
a good proportion of Viceroy Yuan's 
troops being natives of the disaffected 
districts and vicinity, they have openly 
shown lukowarmness and distaste of the 
task given them of “wiping out” their 
own relatives and friends, “who have a 
pretty good grievance against the authori- 
ties for trying to exact money from a peo- 
ple, already” impoverished and on the 
verge of starvation through Boxerism and 
forcign invasion.” It is therefore stated 
that unless troops from another province 
bo sent to suppress the insurrection the 
task will be a most difficult one ; moreover 
1a largo body of tho insurgents aro just as 
well provided with arms as the regular 
troops.

British River Gunboats en route 
for Hunan. 


Changsha dispateh reports that 
Governor Yui Lien-yuan of that city has 
Feeeived « dispatelt from Viceroy Chang 
Chih-tung of Wuchang, stating that in- 
formation had been received from tho 
British Consul at Hankow, to the effect 
that two British gunboats proposed to 
visit the inland waters of Huoan for the 
purposo of obtaining surveys and similar 
information concerning them. It was 
further requested that friendly and 
courteous treatment should be accorded 
tho officers and crews of the visit 
vessels by the local authorities and inhar 
bitants, en route. One of the British gun- 
boats, the Teal, will enter Hunan by the 
Hsiang river and thence into the Tung- 
ting lake, and so on to Siangtan; tho 
other, the Snipe, will visit Poyang lake 
and thence up river into Hunan. 


A Desperate Attempt to Escape.

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The Rising of the Waters. 

Telegraphic news was received at Han- 
dth instant from Hsiangyang 
‘o the freshets to the north 
of that city, the Hsiang river had suddenly 
, and more, above its nur 
height, causing some disaster co the boat- 
ing population on that river. The greatest 
danger, however, lies in the fact that, 
when this extra volume of water rushes 
down from Hsiangyang and joins the Han 
, near Hankow, tho “chow-chow” 
water caused by the sudden mixing of the 
waters of the Hsiang, Han and Yangtze 
rivers will be fruitful of junk disasters 
and loss of lives to the unprepared boat 
ing population in that busy vicinity, The 
Taotai of Hankow has therefore ordered 
the hoisting of danger signals at the mouth 
of the Han river to warn junkmen ;and tho 
crews of the mandarin ferry boats plying 
between Hankow, Wechang and Hany 
respectively, were ordered to cease their 
labours until navigation across the “ Great 
River” became safer. It is stated that 
previous to the crection of a special tele- 
graph line between Hankow and Hsiang- 
Fang, that is, prior to 1900, the swlden 
Tisings of the Hsiangyang, or Hsiang 
river, which would rush down to join the 
Han’ and Yangtze rivers, annually caused 
tho loss of hundreds of junks and boats 
‘and thousands of lives in the vieinity of 
Hankow, Wuchang and Hanyang. By 
the erection by tho officials of rapid come 
munication between the source of tho 
freshets and the point of danger, near 
Hankow, boatmen were generally warned 
in time to “lay wp” and avoid these 
gerous whirlpools, thereby preserving the 
lives of thousands who would otherwise 
Have annually been made food for the 
fiches. Sometimes, it is said, so rapid 
was the onrush downwards of some of 
these freshets that, even with the inestim- 
there have 
he boatmen barely 
had timo to prepare for the danger, and, 
of course, caused some loss of lives. 


The House Tax, 

which was inaugurated by the 
after the Boxer troubles of 1900, to help 
in paying the War Indemnity to the 
Powers, does not scem to meet with any 
success’ in Ningpo.

The Insurrection in S.W. Chihli. 


‘The latest dispatches received from the 
North with regard to the state of affairs in 
the above province state that no less than 
374 large villages have joined the insurrec- 
tion, while the people ‘in the walled cities 
generally. remain loyal to the authorities, 
‘The gravity of the situation lies in the fact 
that the outbreak is a popular one, the 
insurgents having been brought to the point 
of desperation by the exactions of the 
Yamén underlings and the arrogance of the 
R. GC. converts who, now that they think 
‘that the tables have been turned, eagerly seek 
to get their revenge on non-converts for the 

rings of 1900 wherever possible. ‘Then 
again, whenever these revengefal converts 

pen to meet with more than their match, 
they apply for assistance to the authorities, 
who earn the contempt of the populace by 
their cringing manners towards missionaries 
and converts, when approached by the latter, 
and servile obedience in doing whai they 
are told to do—fox, you know, we (the 
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mandarins) cannot successfully oppose the 
missionaries who, whenever we try to argue 
with them on the merits of a case, forth- 
with write to their Ambassadors at Peking, 
making us stand in the worst of lights 
Finally, the first thing we again hear 
of the matter is in the shape of 
a sharp dispatch from the Governor of 
our province upbraiding us with incapa- 
bility in dealing with Foreign aft rs? and 
threatenins us—if the caseis a trivial one— 
with degradation and removal from office if 
we do not ‘work in conjunction with the 
missionaries,’ which means obeying the 
latter and doing what we are ordered to do. 
Should a case be a more weighty one than 
usual, we are soon made aware of it by an 
order from our Governor summarily remov- 
iny us from our post, the bearer of the 
order being usually the otlicial appointed as 
our successor.” ‘This is the plea of the 
mandarins. The masses, however, do not 
see it in this light. Finding themselves 
without protection they have been led to 
take the law in their own hands and 
“fight it out.” When speaking of the 
officials the insurgents call them “dogs 
of ofticials,” and of Viceroy Yuan 
Shih-k‘ai’s troops, “ bandit soldiers.” 

On their principal banners the insurgents 
have inscribed four characters standing for 
“The Otticials have Forced the People to 
Rebel,” and with these tlags held aloft in 
front of them the progress of the insurgents 
has, so,.far, received: no check. ‘Two 
battles have been fought since the middle 
of April last, between the insurgents and 
Viceroy Yuan's foreign-modelied troops, in 
both of which the Tatter were defeated, 
losing a goodly proportion of their number. 
Your things militated against the success of 
the Government troops, namely, (1) the 
insurgents were just as well-armed’ as their 
opponents; (2) ‘the former were desperate 
and had ‘sworn to do or die; (3) they 
numbered from five to six times more t:.an 
the regulars; and (4) the sympathies of 
the, troops, especially those who were 
natives of Chili, were with the insurgents. 
Tt would seem that this Chibli insurrection 
is a very serious one; graver even than 
that now reigning in’ Kuangsi, which is 
serious enough in all conscience. : 


Later News of the Chihli Insurrec- 
tion. 


‘Tho local mandarins received yesterday 
a telegram from Paoting dated night of 
tho 12th inst., reporting several successes 
obtained by Viceroy Yuan’s troops who 
had been sent to reinforce those defeated 
in the earlier part of the operations 
against the insurgents. The Viceregal 
reinforcements numbered 9,000 men, con 
sisiting of 6,000 infantry, 2,500 cavalry, 
a battery of field artillery, a mountain 
battery, and a detachment’ of sappers and 
miners. The last battle was on the 9th 
inst., in the vicinity of Nankunghsien, 
Chiichoufa prefecture, the insurgents in 
this battle, numbering some 22,000 men, 
and Viceroy Yuan's troops nearly 12,000 
of all arms. ‘Tho fight lasted over seven 
hours. The insurgents left the sccurity 
of their trenches and camps, which were 
protected by low mud walls, breast high, 
‘and marched out in line of battle as soon 
as they saw tho distant, approaching

bullets, shot and shell from the troops,

Then there was a 
faltering in the insurgent ranks, who see~ 
ing a cavalry brigade deploying to take 
them on the flanks wavered, broke, and 
fled, making for their walled camps, but 
the cavalry was on them before half or 
them had got within 300 yards of shelter 
and a. regular massacre ensued. Those 
Sho had got into their trenches and 
camps however, rallied, and by their fire 
Grove off the cavalry and covered the re- 
treat of their surviving comrades. The 








cavalry having retired the artillery soon | 
made it too hot for the insurgents, who 
finally fled in confusion towards the South. 
The city of Nankunghsien which ha heen | 
captured the insurgents was then 
retaken by the Government troops. The 





insurgents made a very brave and des-| 


perate stand, their trenches being choked 
with dead and wounded hefore they would 
flee from the troops. The latter are now 
about to attack the insurgents of Ki 
tsunghsien.

Four men were charged with “being con- 
cerned together with other men not in cus 
tody with illegally detaining complainants 
in the Cantonese carpenters’ guild house, 
Dixwell Road, for the purpose of intimida- 
ting them on the 11th inst. Also with 
posting » number of inflammatory placards 
throughout the Settlement for the purpose 
of inciting the Ningpo carpenters to strike.” 

‘There were six complainants, one Ningpo 
man, aud the others Cantonese, and they 
were all carpenters or contractors. 

Mr. A. P. Stokes said he appeared on 
behalf of Messrs. Farnham, Boyd & Co., Ld., 
and that the charge arose out of a labour 
difficulty that was at preseat concerning the 
carpenters emplored by that firm. ‘They 
were practically all either ‘ antonese or 
Ningpo men, and the Cantonese had, lately 
been demanding an increase in wages, 
while the Ningpo meu were mostly satistied 
with their present remuueration, and did 
not desire to join in the strike that the 
others were proposing to bring about if 
their demands were not grauted. On 
Sunday night there was a meeting of the 

‘antonese at their guild house, and the 
ingpo complainant, being a representative 
man of his side, was invited to attend as a 
delegate, to see if some arrangement could 
be made to effect a union of the two parties. 
Understanding he would be well treated he 
accepted the invitation, and to his surprise 
was threatened, and an attempt was made 
to compel him to sign a document promis- 
ing allegiance to the Cantonese. He re- 
fused avd was further intimidated, and 
finally imprisoned in a small room — Mean- 
while his friends, knowing where he had 
gone, and alarmed at his long-continued 
absence, communicated with the police, 
who had had information of the strike for 
four days, and Detectivesergeant Mevowell 
was sent to effect his release. At six a.m. 
the police broke into the guild house and 
arrested the accused from a gathering of 
two hundred or more, and the Cantonese 
complainants then said that they also were 
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being intimidated by the others, and desired 
to appear as prosecutors. This Mr. Stokes 
did not believe, and he intended asking the 
Court to alter the charge so as to make the 
Cantonese complainants defendants. Only 
in this way could the matter be thoroughly 
investigated and the ringleaders discovered. 
It was a most serious thing for Messrs. 
Farnham, Boyd and Company, as they had 
entered into extensive contracts, basing 
their prices on the ruling rates of wages, 
and if this kind of thing were to be per- 
mitted the Company would be liable to 
heavy losses. There were about two hun- 
dred ‘men of each place employed in connec- 
tion with the docks. If the Cantonese 
complainants were to be questioned, they 
could throw light on the matter. 

The Assessor said the only matter that 
concerned the Court was the charge of 
intimidation. With regard to the probable 
loss to Farnham, Boyd and Co. it could of 
course take no action. 

Mr. Black, of Farnham, Boyd and Co. 
said on Saturday about a dozen Ning, 
carpenters were ready to go to work, but in 
some way a Cantonese got into the works 
and dissuaded them. All the Cantonese 
were now out on strike. 

Detective-sergeant McDowell said that 
when he broke into the guild house the 
Cantonese complainants were seated at a 
table and did not appear in the least degree 
to be treated as prisoners as they complain- 
ed, but te Ningpo man who was shut up ina 
small room, was greatly agitated, and ap- 
peared extremely pleased to gain his release. 

Tnspector Bourke said the police had seen 
notices posted at the dock and in the settle- 
ment threatening the Ningpo men with 
violence if they did not join the strikers. 
‘The paper that it was sought to compel the 
Ningpo man to sign was destroved when the 
police forced an entrance. All the Can- 
tonese carpenters nt the dock were now on 
strike and only a few Ningpo men were 
working. 

‘The Magistrate examined the Cantonese 
complainants, who stated that they were 
head men of the gui ‘1 and went to the 
meeting t» act as arbitrators on the strike 
question, when they were compelled by the 
assembled carpenters. to remain against 
their will. They did not know who were 
the strike leaders, 

Mr. Stokes replied that the complainants 
were contractors to Farnham, Boyd aud Co. 
and themselves paid the workmen; conse- 
quently they must know which men were de- 
manding the increased pay. He would re- 
quest the Courtto make the Ningpoman sole 
complainant and the Cantonese defendants. 
‘The Assessor pointed out tht the Ning- 
po man now said that the other complainants 
were really intimidated as well as himself. 
Personally the Assessor did not believe that, 
but thought the man was too frightened of 
the consequences to tell the truth. He 
thought the head of the guild should be 
summoned.None of the men before the 
Court would say who the ringleaders were 
‘The Ningpo man was evidently very much 
frightened by the situation and positively 
refused to name any of the men concerned 
in the matter. 

Eventually the Court adjourned the case 
for a week to enable the police to make 
further enquiries, and the five ‘ antonese 
were taken into custody, the Court 
ordering that if they showed any disposi- 
tion to assist the police they might be 
allowed out on bail, but in any case they 
were not to be treated as common prisoners 
‘The four men arrested at the guild house 
would also be remanded for a week. 


Late on Monday night the five Cantonese 
were liberated after having entered into 
bonds of Tis. 540 each to appear on Mon- 
day and having given some information 
Dearing upon the case. ‘Their release was 
mainly due to the good offices of a well- 
known foreigner, who encountered consider- 
able dificulty in his efforts.
